NASHVILLE, Tenn.—Tennessee never has had an indi- 
vidual income tax, and now it has abolished its State prop- 
erty tax. 

But with a 2 percent consumers’ sales tax, the State— 
with an individual earning capacity comparable to Georgia 
—is stepping out with a $128,000,000 budget this year. Geor- 
gia’s budget is only $108,000,000. 

The average Tennessean pays $48 a year in State taxes, 
while the average Georgian pays $38. 


The sales tax is the chief difference in revenue 
sources between the two States. It brings in $43,000,000 
to Tennessee. Before its adoption two years ago, Ten- 
nessee’s budget was not as large as Georgia’s.

Where Georgia does spot checking on oil and gas 
free as a protection to the motorists, Tennessee charges 
service stations a fee of 20 cents per barrel (50 gal- 
lons or portion thereof) for making these inspections.

Tennessee is getting $6,000,000 more from motor vehicle 
licenses than Georgia is. Tennessee charges $7.50 and $10

'was able to land successfully the 
Air Fc -ce’s B-2F bomber on the 
carrier Shangri-La off Hampton 
Toads, Va. The bomber was 
equipped vith a tail hook for 
catching the carrier’s arresting 
cables. 

The Navy has kept the wraps 
on these experiments because its 
development of heavy carrier 
planes has not reeched the stage 
of operational use. The carrier 
landing tests with the heavier 
planes were designed to guide 
Navy aircraft engineers ir plan- 
ning new heavy bombers for its 
future aircraft (-rriers. 

Although Defense secretary 


Johnson’s cancellation o° the 
Navy’s 65,000-tor super-carrier 
temporarily dampened the Navy’s 
-nthusiasm for its experiments 
with the heavy planes, i: has de 


‘termined to go ahead anyway.

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Communist Trials and a Question 


How can this country protect itself 
against those who use its legally estab- 
lished freedoms in an effort to destroy 
those freedoms? 

There are three Communist trials going 
on in the nation. The one in process in 
Atlanta, while it is just a little shirt-tail- 
sized trial, is right in the pattern. 

In Atlanta, the small-fry feuhrer yearns 
for the day when heads will roll and he 
can order executions, imprisonments and 
exile. 

In all three trials the Communist phi- 
losophy is exposed. 

Whittaker Chambers, who left the Com- 
munist Party years ago and who now tes- 
tifies against it, was asked if he did not 
take a loyalty oath when he got a Gov- 
ernment job. 

“Yes, I took the oath,” he said. 

“You committed perjury?” 

“Of course,” he said. 

He went on to explain that Commu- 
nists, in their efforts to undermine the 
United States, learn its defense secrets 
and sabotage it, do not consider such per- 


jury to be of any importance if it is done 
in behalf of the Soviet Union and its party. 

It would be interesting, but only mildly 
so, to have the court ask the Georgia gau- 
leiter if he swears complete loyalty to the 
United States, his native country, putting 
that loyalty ahead of that pledged to the 
Communist Party and its instructions. 

The revelation in all three trials of how 
they attempt to use young persons, white 
and colored, who have a sense of injus- 
tice, only to cast them aside when they 
are no longer useful, is further evidence 
of the depravity of the party. 

But the chief question arising from all 
the trials is: 

“How shall we protect ourselves against 
those who use our guarantees of freedom 
in an effort to destroy that freedom?” 

Homer Chase and the Communists in 
other trials may publicly, and with the 
protection of the law, denounce this coun- 
try, seek to sabotage and destroy its gov- 
ernment. In the Soviet Union, which they 
seek to’reproduce here, any suggestion of 
opposition is ruthlessly crushed with ter- 
ror and death.

Political Speeches Delay Tax Study 


Some of the State Tax Revision Commission’s economy probers have the feeling that political 
activities delayed the work of their first session. Not political activities pulled for the purpose of 
interfering with the Committee’s actions—but just conflicts between speaking engagements of polit- 


ically ambitious officials and the sessions of the Committee. 


It has been particularly interesting to 


watch the polite by-play between Atty. Gen. Eugene Cook, potential gubernatorial candidate, and 


the probing committee named by Gov. Talmadge. 


Cook has been doing a lot of talking about 
how the State can expand its services without 
increasing its taxes. It can be done through 
economy in State government and through tax 
revision, Cook has been saying in civic club 
speeches throughout the State. Gov. Talmadge, 
State Auditor B. E. Thrasher and State School 
Supt. M. D. Collins all have challenged Cook 
to explain in more detail how this can be accom- 
plished. Since gubernatorial candidates have 
been elected in the past on the wild promises 
of more services and less taxes, Cook’s speeches 
have been a little irritating to other potential 
candidates and financial analysts. | 


So the first thing House Speaker Fred 
Hand did when he called his probers to- 
gether was to ask Cook to put his cards on 
the table and show what economies can be 
effected. Hand told Cook the committee 
wasn’t trying to put him on a spot, that it 
sincerely wanted the benefit of his sugges- 
tions. But the Speaker stressed the fact 
that the committee wants an itemized state- 
ment of where the reductions can be made. 
“Everybody is for economy, just as every- 
body is against sin,” Hand told the Attorney 
General. “We would like te have you cite 
cases and name names.” 


Hand’s call for Cook came without notice. 
Cook said he couldn’t stay with the committee 
because he had a speaking engagement in Ath- 
ens—where he continued his theme of economy 
and tax revision. However, he would be back 
that night and be available to “offer specific 
suggestions and name names.” 


On Tuesday morning Hand again sent for 
Cook. The Attorney General also had been 
asked to appear before the other subcommittee 
of the State Tax Revision Committee next week— 
that subcommittee wanting Cook’s ideas on tax 


revision. Hit with a double-barrelled request for 
testimony, Cook asked a delay until he can pre 
sent his testimony in written form as well as 
orally. Then, of course, the press would have 
his prepared statements and he would be on rec- 
ord with the public as well as the committee. 
Chiefly, however, Cook wanted to wait until all 
the departments under investigation had made 
their own suggestions for economy before he 
began his name calling and budget-slashing rec- 
ommendations. 

On the surface, Cook and Hand were polite 
statesmen seeking a solution to the State’s prob- 
lems. But there was an undercurrent of each 
trying to put the other on the spot. In the mean- 
time, Cook continues his civic club speeches 
calling for economy and revision—but has not 
yet offered specific recommendations. 


Some of the probers were a little fretful 
when they started their work to find that 
their first witness, Mr. Cook, had a speak- 
ing engagement; their financial advisor, 
State Auditor B. E. Thrasher, Jr., another 
potential gubernatorial candidate, was out 
of town on a speaking engagement, and one 
of their own members, Lt. Gov. Marvin Grif- 
fin, also a potential gubernatorial] candidate, 
was busy delivering commencement speeches, 
These speeches, however, were scheduled be- 
fore the probers called their meeting. 


The first session was climaxed by former 
House Speaker Roy Harris sending up a trial 
ballon of his own for the 1950 gubernatorial race. 

Noting that potential candidates would testi- 
fy, and observing that the probers already are 
having trouble shaving long, flowery speeches 
into brief “yes” and “ no” answers, Sen. Pres. 
Pro Tem. Spence Grayson remarked as he left 
for home: “If we are going to serve as.a political 
sounding board, [| think we ought to charge the 
speakers an advertising fee.”

bership cards. But she insisted the meetings were just social gather- 
ings to eat cake, play records and talk. 


Chauvin Nicolas Chauvin was a soldier under Napoleon. He 

became such a passionate admirer of Napoleon ‘and 
of the French Republic and, later, the first Empire, that the word 
“chauvinism” was formed to mean a greatly exaggerated devotion, 
especially patriotism. It was a word common in French vaude- 
ville and literature. 

What the Commies do is to use it to apply to anyone who loves 
his country—any country other than Russia. 

Miss Tontak, who refused to say whether or not she was a 
party member, is the first person to try and distort it into mean- 
ing oppression of minorities. 

Well, maybe I am something of a chauvinist, if it means quiet 
loyalty to this country and a contempt for the hypocrisy and lies 
of Communism. 


Enemies I despise the Communists and the Ku Klux Klan as 

representing something basically harmful-and destruc- 
tive of the meaning of America. The Commies, so long as we keep 
them in public view, are not dangerous. They are dangerous only 
so long as they can stay behind the woodwork. Out in the open 
they run and squeak like mice.

But do you think the victims get any of the money? 
Well, a little. A very little. They get their pictures made and 
they are herded before meetings called to raise funds. 
When they are wrung dry they are dropped for another case. 


| The fellow travelers also are dropped when their superficial, brittle 


intellectualism has been used up. I hear they are about to send 
Homer to California.

So they use idealism, they exploit a sense of injustice, they 
pervert and prostitute efforts to help humanity; they rush in to be- 
tray and delay welfare organizations; to make them suspect.

Klan For the Klansmen one can have a sort of contempt and 
pity.

The degraded, brutalized murderers who recently took a Negro 
out of jail in Irwinton and killed him, allow the Communists to 
say, with some truth: 

“What is the American law worth to you? 
antee of a fair and impartial trial?” 

Those murderers in Irwinton, hideous and depraved, may think 
they have done nothing but kill a Negro, an act which their inhuman 
instincts does not consider a crime. 

But, what they have done is to stab their country and their 
State in the back. They have given the Communists weapons. 
They have made it possible for Communists all over the world to 
say, “The American law is a lie.” They have injured every decent 
American. 

The same thing is true of the stupid killers in Toombs County; 
those in Walton of a few years ago—and any others of the past, 
present or future. They are lynching their own country and its 
good name.

The Communists Are Waiting 


BUENOS AIRES—Argentina probably has fewer Communists, in proportion to 


its population, than any other country in 


South America. Yet a great many per- 


sons are convinced that Argentina is most likely of all the nations in the Western 
Hemisphere to have a Communist regime. : 


ing a foundation for 


This belief is based on a conviction that current policies in Argentina are lay- 
Communism far more quickly than even the Kremlin could. They hold, in brief, 


that the present administration is unwittingly but inevitably placing the country in such a condi- 


tion that Communism will surely follow. 


“Communism thrives on chaos,” one severe 
critic of the present government says bitterly, 
“and chaos is what were heading for unless 
our economic policies are changed. The Com- 
munists realized this before anyone else. That’s 
why they have gone along with the administra- 
tion almost from the start. 


“The tragic part of it is that, traditionally, 
there was never any Communism nor reason 
for it here. We’ve never had any unemploy- 
ment to speak of and there was always so 
much meat and wheat that no one ever went 
hungry. Communism never polled over 80,- 
000 votes here and they came only from 
pseudo-intellectuals and European emigrants 
who hadn’t had time to realize that the con- 
ditions which made Communism seem so at- 
tractive in their homelands didn’t exist here 
at all. Oh, we've had class consciousness 
ever since I can remember, but it’s only in 
the past few years that we’ve come to have 
class hatred.” 


Whether this view is justified or not, the fact 
remains that the Argentine Communists, through 
their newspaper, L’Hora, have consistently sup- 
ported a regime which, by generally recognized 
standards, has evidenced few liberal or left- 
wing tendencies. 

That this tolerance was reciprocated has been 
at least indicated by the regular appearance of 
L’Hora at a time when the frankly critical So- 
cialist organ, Vanguardia, was banned and in- 


dependent-policied papers subjected to a con- 
tinuing effort at intimidation. Not only has 
L’Hora been allotted ample newsprint but it was 
actually published, until the recent newspaper 
strike, on the presses of Senora Peron’s own 
Democracia. 

Peronists explain this by saying that the 
President is a staunch defender of the freedom 
of the press, an assertion at which the editors of 
Vanguardia and would-be Argentine subscribers 
of Time magazine, which is banned from the 
mails, smile wryly. 

As for the Communists, they explain their 
support of the administration by pointing out 
that it has vastly improved the lot of the work- 
ing class and that its nationalization of industry 
follows the party line. That this former is true 
everyone readily admits. The average wage in 
Argentina has risen from 800 to 1,900 pesos an- 
nually since 1943. Moreover, social benefits, 
which amounted to 10 percent of direct wages in 
1943, are now five times as great. It is this 
policy of wage increases which has priced so 
many Argentine products out of the world mar- 
ket and threatens to bring on the economic break- 
down which the Communists are reportedly 
ready and eager to exploit. 

Whether they will be able to override their 
opposition in the church and army is highly 
questionable. But one thing is sure: Only Com- 
munism would have the mendacity to offer the 
workers more than Peron, in his professed ef- 
forts to defeat it, has already given them.

Today is International Shut-Ins’ Day. 
There is a little house in Marietta, at 301 
Cherokee St., which will be the focal point of 
thousands of messages of blessing and of good will today. They 
will come from every State, from Canada, from England, from 
Australia, South Africa, and from practically every land around 
the globe where English is the language. 

For in that house lives, in one room, Clarence E. Power, the 
man who launched the idea for Shut-Ins’ Day and who has striven 
indefatigably to spread the observance of the annual day—the 
first Sunday in June. 

This year 18 Governors, including Georgia’s Herman Talmadge, 
have by proclamation made the day official in their States, and 
others undoubtedly will do likewise. It is an officially recognized 
“day” in Canada. And individuals honor the day in many other 
countries through their correspondence with Clarence Power. 


“Billy” Power—as he is known to his in- 
timates—has been a bedridden cripple for 
more than 20 years. For many years he was totally helpless. At 
one time doctors gave him but 10 days to live. But by prayer and 
by faith he survived the pain and gradually improved his condi- 
tion. He is still a “shut-in” confined to one room, but he can 
use a typewriter, a telephone and other such equipment. From 
his bed he conducts a business in the sale of greeting cards for 
all occasions and in subscriptions for magazines. His profits he 
devotes, almost entirely, to the cause so near his heart, the well- 
being of shut-in invalids. © 

His cards, his letters of good cheer, have helped thousands in 
their dark hours. Because they have set examples of faith and 
of unswerving hope, they must have saved many a life. It is 
impossible, even to estimate the good Billy Power has done from 


his own sick bed.

Editor Constitution: Just a word of congrat- 
ulations for the editorial in Wednesday’s Con- 
stitution, “Something Vital Was Lacking.” The 
State Department of Education is faultless, if we 
may take their defense statements.

One thing that has been seemingly overlooked 
in this investigation. Here it is: Approximately 
20 roving supervisors—I think the Department 
calls them district supervisors—are employed 
by the Department at a salary approximating 
$6,000 per year. These men are of no earthly 
good to the State. They come to a county to 
direct the county superintendent what must be 
done in the local schools, inspect the condition 
of buildings (tell the C. S. C. he must get re- 
pairs made), has the C. S. C. answer a bunch 
of questions on a blank sent out by the State 
Department. The blank—if it is necessary— 
could be sent by mail from Department and 
mailed back for a tota] cost of six cents, yet it 
takes a $6,000 man to come to get it. The C. S. C.

situation and would get any irregularities mend- 
ed twice as quick without the rover. I am told 
by some C. S. C. that they do more harm than

From a School Teacher 


Editor Constitution: I am a has-been school- 
teacher. After four years of my time and sev- 
eral thousand dollars had been spent, | gradu- 
ated to obtain a position teaching fom$30 a month 
for a term of seven or eight months. In one 
class of 15 students there were three reading 
books (one was mine); all materials had to be 
supplied from my $30. 

At the same time, stenographers spending 
from three to six months on their professional 
training were receiving $60 or $70 a month for 
12 months. Gov. Eugene Talmadge was informed 
of these conditions, but it was not good politics 
to cost the taxpayers any more. 

In 1940 I came here to teach. This was the 
situation: The building had two shades, no lights, 
the plastering was off the walls, there wasn’t a 
single window that didn’t need window panes; 
there were not enough desks of the correct size 
to seat the children; and the toilets were—well, 
unsanitary is not the word. They were a menace. 

The teachers, with the aid of a few co-opera- 
poe citizens, had to raise money for repairs and 
coal. 

Perhaps you think this an extreme case. Un- 
fortunately, it was not. 

I taught schoo] for 12 years. All I ever made 
was just enough to starve slowly. 

Naturally, I hoped to see a better day for 
schools and schoolteachers. I feel that the April 
referendum was defeated by labor, the Gover- 
nor’s equivocal position, and lack of a clearly 
defined program for raising funds. 

To the Governor I should like to say: 

It may Still be wise politically not to speak 
of costing the taxpayers any more, but passing 
the buck doesn’t make Talmadge a better Gov- 
ernor or increase his stature as a man. 

In my opinion, the losers in the recent poll 
were Gov. Talmadge and labor. The next time 
the CIO and other unions ask for a raise, the 
cry will go up, “Remember the Georgia school- 
teachers,” and the public will recall how, while 
wishing to better conditions for themselves, they 
refused aid to others because they were afraid it 
would cost them something.

The Well in the Gulf 


BILOXI, Miss.—On Okinawa we used to watch the little yellow planes, looking 
no bigger than mosquitos, sweeping over the Jap lines south of Naha, spotting 
for the artillery, which from miles in the rear was pounding the road crossings, 
the buildings, and the caves deep in Jap territory. They bore, it seemed, charmed

“8; lives, for every now and then we would see the puffs of black and greenish 
the Jap antiaircraft batteries break around them, and after the smoke had cleared away, 


there they would be, still flitting this way and that, dodging in and out and keeping on with their 


job of spotting for the guns. 

I remember thinking at the time I’d like to 
meet the men who flew those planes and find out 
how it felt to be up there, a slow and fragile 
target, with the guns hammering below and the 
hot stuff whizzing all around. 


It wasn’t, I learned this morning, a happy 
feeling. The manager of this hotel, a tall, 
wavy-haired blue-eyed Texan named L. D. 
Hubbard, turned out to be one of the pilots 
I had watched on Okinawa. Flying for the 
Army, he had made 40 missions or more over 
the Naha fighting, and twice he was shot 
down. Not over land, or he wouldn’t be here 
now, for the Japs were very rough on the 
observation plane pilots when they caught 
them. 

But both times he managed to make it to 
Naha Bay, and crash land in the water under 
the protection of the guns of the fleet, while 
crash boats whizzed in to pick him up with 
machine gun bullets from the shore splashing 
around. 


So we talked about that a while this morning, 
and then he asked how I’d like to go look at some 
more islands from the air. So we walked down to 
the pier, and bless goodness, there was one of 
those oldtimers—a little single-engined plane like 
the ones the observers flew in the war. So we 
took off, on pontoons, over a sound as smooth as 
a mirror and flew down the coast awhile, past 
the big hotels with vacationers dozing in their 
chairs on the white verandas, and out to the 
South where the islands lay. 

It was a beautiful morning, calm and clear, 
and only the sea-birds shared the air with us, so 


‘we loafed along, peering down into the blue 


shallows where now and then you could see the 
dark, torpedo outline of a big lemon fish, lazing 
along like we were. And now and then in the 
deeper water a porpoise would break water, the 
black fin showing momentarily before rolling 
under again. We went out over the historic old 
Ship island Fort, its rusty guns dismounted now 
and pointing downward toward the water, and 
over Morn Island and the abandoned houses, 
kennels and pens where during the war the Army 
conducted some sort of super-hush-hush work in 
the training of dogs to detect land mines. 


Between Horn, where the blue surf curls 
on 2 white beach to make the best swimming 
on the Gulf, and Deer, which guards and pro- 
tects the entrance to Biloxi’s Back Bay, lay 
an island with a curious history. The French 
called it Dog Island, but years ago a syn- 
dicate of promoters bought it, renamed it 
Isle of Caprice, and set up a fancy regort 
center there. Then for a space of four years 
the wind blew hard from the southeast with 
greater than usual force, and the tides, which 
run parallel to the shore often in the Gulf, 
ripped and tore at it until finally the island, 
with its houses, was blown and washed away. 


You can see the-outlines of it still, the yellow 
sand gleaming beneath blue water. And right 
in the center, strangely, a pipe sticks up. 


to the island’s visitors, and it still pokes above 
the surface, gushing a cool stream of sweet 
fresh water in the middle of miles and miles 
of salty sea.

Amidst the Alien Cornbread 


COVINGTON—On his most | recent visit to New York my husband brought 
me by way of consolation not the customary box of Rosemarie chocolates, but a 


pot of English marmalade. 


It did not mean that his affection had cooled, but 
simply that he was homesick for his native Britain, and I set about trying to 
find some British food in the local stores. 


é Some of the plum puddings we found were delicious, and the English biscuits were not too bad. 
The lamb chops were better than anything England has seen since 1939 and reminded him of the 
good old ante-bellum days when Simpson’s in The Strand served the best “mixed grill” on the 


island. Postwar visitors to Britain are all too 
likely to get the idea that the English have 
never eaten well; but those who were there in 
the old days will. never forget the great saddles 
of mutton, the enormous roasts, steaks so tender, 
so full of flavor, so juicy that the mere memory 
of them is sufficient to awake a longing for the 
overthrow of the Labor Government and a re- 
turn to the days of appeasement. 

Well, Britain had other good things, too: the 
best marmalade in the world, superb hams and 
bacon, and wonderful crusty, glutinous bread. 


Being a biscuit gal myself. and one who 
can also turn out as fine a corn muffin as 
can be found this side of Richmond, I had 
been feeling no pain in regard to American 
bread—but not so my husband. When we 
went into grocery stores he would lift the 
various loaves, trying them for weight, then 
he would give them a disgusted punch in 
their spongy middles and throw them down 
on the counter. 


“Americans have no real feeling for bread,” 
he complained, in one of his extremely rare 
subversive statements. “Europeans have always 
regarded it as something basic and important. 
I shouldn’t go so far as to say that it is sacred 
or holy, but real bread, of unbleached flour, 
raised with real yeast, with honest-to-goodness 
milk and butter in it and sweeted with just a 
little honey—now that has something of the ele- 
mental about it, and also a touch of the Bib- 
lical.” 

“This rhapsodizing,” I said, “means that you 
are homesick for some of those British slabs we 
used to get in London. It means that you spurn 
my native corn bread and the products of the 
American bakery. All I can say is, millions of 
people are thriving on it.” 

“Oh, no!” he cried triumphantly. “Don’t you 
hear the radio commercials every day, telling 
you that you are not getting your daily supply 
of vitamins? You are run down, weak, you don’t 
feel like going to parties in the evening, the 
radio tells you. So what, then? Why, they sell 
you the very vitamins which have been taken 
out of the American loaf of bread. Pretty smart, 
too, I must say.” 

Subdued, and unwilling to acknowledge at 
once that he had convinced me, I began trying 
every bakery which was recommended to us. |! 
brought home French bread from Atlanta, rye 
bread from various smal] towns, and at length, 
a loaf of “Vienna” bread from Savannah. I 
toted it in my suitcase, side by side with a 


handsome tie clip which was to be his present. 


Leaving the jeweler’s box in the suit- 
case, he repaired immediately to the kitchen 
with the loaf tucked under his arm. In a 
few moments he was back grinning broadly 
as he bit into a heavily buttered slice. “Won- 
derful,” he pronounced. “The best bread I 
have tasted since I arrived in America. How 
many loaves did you bring? Do you think 
we could get it sent to us every week?” 


But I didn’t know the name of the bakery, 
and somehow we never got around to establish- 
ing a postal delivery service. He ate, with only 
occasional protests, salads, ice cream, banana 
splits, Idaho potatoes, Texas grapefruit, and be- 
haved like a little gentleman; but every once in 
a while he would mention trying to get “home” 
in the Autumn and it usually followed a cold- 
plate lunch, I observed. 

Finally I came home one day with news for 
him. “I’m told that you can get Pepperidge 
Farm bread at a shop in Atlanta. Isn’t that 
splendid?” 

“What is Pepperidge Farm bread?” 

“It’s what you’ve been wanting, made of 
whole wheat, unbleached—it’s just about the 
best bread made in America.” 

“Uhm,” he replied, with considerable lack of 
interest. 

But a few days ago 1 took him along to 
the shop where the loaves were available and 
pointed dramatically, “There!” He lifted one of 
them, beamed, read the list of ingredients on 
the wrapper and put two of them in our trolley.

PROPERLY HOUSED, AT LAST 


Mrs. Van Leer 


Tech President in New Home

At last the President of Georgia Tech is properly 


housed! And proudly so. 


For last week Col. and Mrs. Blake Van Leer moved 
into the big, white Colonial mansion that will be home to 
Tech presidents from here on. 


And believe it or not, every- 
thing is already in readiness for 
the annual reception to the Tech 
graduates next Friday, from the 
Persian rug and the authentic 


antiques in the drawing room, to 
the powder box in the powder 
room that plays ‘“Ramblin’ 
Wreck” when the top is. lifted. 

Commanding a superb view of 
the Tech campus from the crest 
of a hill that faces on Tenth 
Street, the front and rear fa- 
cades of the house are identical, 
with their broad terraces and 
massive high white columns. 
Majestic in proportion and class- 
ic in design, its rooms are spa- 
cious and stately, planned es- 
pecially for entertaining. Yet 
it is homelike and livable, an 
effect achiéved by the use of 
family portraits, objects of art, 
and antiques collected by the 
Van Leers, and by such person- 
al touches as the yellow jack- 
ets Mrs. Van Leer herself paint- 
ed in gold on the white walls of 


the powder room—yjust for the 
sake of the Tech tradition. 

And you may be sure that ev- 
erything is technically and artis- 


tically perfect, for Col. Van 
Leer’s knowledge of engineering 
and Mrs. Van Leer’s flair for 
architecture (she holds an archi- 
tectural degree) have helped to 
make it so. 


FOCAL POINT 


The focal point of the house is 
sb huge picture window, just op- 
posite the front door, which cen- 
ters the farther wall of the 20- 
by-35-foot drawing room that 
runs entirely across the rear. 
The window extends to the floor 
and serves as a perfect frame 
for a view of the Tech campus 
in the foreground and the At- 
lanta skyline in the distance. 

To enter the drawing room, 
you pass through the foyer and 
then the reception hall, the two 
being separated by a lateral hall- 
way which leads, at the left, to 
the library and the broad stair- 


way, and at the right, to the 


dining room and kitchen. 

The prevailing color of the 
decorative theme is aqua. It is 
found in the monotone carpeting 
of the hallways and stairs, in 
much of the woodwork, and the 
walls downstairs. The foyer is 
papered in an interesting docu- 
mentary print on an aqua back- 
ground. The paper was printed 
on the original presses used just 
after the Revolution to issue 
grants to Gen. Nathaniel Greene 
and Gen. Anthony Wayne, the 
latter having been, appropriate- 
ly enough, among Col. Van 
Leer’s forebears. Still more ap- 
propriately, one wall is hung 
with a large lithograph of Wash- 
ington and his generals, includ- 
ing, of course, Greene and 
Wayne, which Mrs. Van Leer in- 
herited from her grandmother. 
MIXES OWN PAINTS 

With a practiced eye for color, 
Mrs. Van Leer mixed many of 
the paints for the walls herself. 
In the drawing room she used a 
soft peach shade which blends 
beautifully with the red, beige, 
gold, blue and rust tones of the 
magnificent antique Kerman 
rug, and the red brocaded satin 
draperies at the long windows. 

The east end of the long room 
is centered with a huge fire-

place, flanked by a pair of love 
seats upholstered in aqua and 
white striped satin. Over the 
mantel hangs a painting of Point 
Lobos, Cal. (where the Van 
Leers spent their honeymoon), 
which was presented them as a 
wedding gift by the artist, God- 
dard Gale. An authentic Henry 
Clay secretary, a grand piano, a 
gold brocaded sofa and a pair of 
tall, Cloissonne lamps further 
furnish the lovely room. 

The walls of the dining room 
are painted aqua, the rug is 
modern Oriental, and the dra- 
peries are eggshell satin. There 
is a Sheraton banquet table and 
buffet, in addition to a priceless 
mahogany breakfront in which 
are displayed the set of Meissen 
plates given the Van Leers by 
the Tech Faculty Club. The 
chairs are of the Chippendale 
tie-back design, so favored by 
the late Neal Reid that Atlanta 
cabinet makers are wont to call 
them “Neal Reid chairs.” 


The small library is a cozy 
spot, with book shelves reaching 
to the ceiling, a Chinese rug, red 
leather-covered furniture and 
linen draperies in an India print. 

The kitchen is a model of 
modern efficiency, in gleaming 
white and cromium. The but- 
ler’s pantry boasts at one end a 
cheery breakfast nook;in yellow 
and white, with a convenient 
window in the wall through 
which food is passed from the 
kitchen. 

UPSTAIRS PLAN 

Upstairs there are four bed- 
rooms, one for the Van Leer 
daughter, Maryly, another for 
the younger son, Sammy, in ad- 
dition to the master bedroom 
and the guest room. All are 
done in mahogany reproductions 
and crisp white ruffled organdy 
curtains, the colors of the rug 
and the bedspread in each 
matching the color in the corre- 
sponding bathroom. 

A highly prized gift to the new 
home, which delights the house- 
wifey soul of Mrs. Van Leer, is 
a complete set for each bath- 
room—a dozen of everything, if 
you please, and in the proper 
color. Mr. and Mrs. Fuller Cal- 
laway, of LaGrange, were the 
donors. 

In the daylight basement 
there is a huge recreation room, 
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complete with fireplace and a 
well-equipped pantry, with 
French doors: opening onto tHe 
rear terrace. 

Col. and Mrs. Van Leer are, of 
course, anxious to get started to 
beautifying the grounds, but at 
the moment they are stymied by 
the protracted delay in the pav- 
ing of the driveway. They plan 
to plant a circular plot in front 
in magnolias, to build a formal 
garden to the east of the house, 
and a terraced garden to the 
rear that will descend to a grove 
of magnificent old trees. 

Once it is all complete, it will 
form a gracious setting for the 
prominent educators who will 
dispense hospitality there after 
the best Southern traditions.

Tennyson s 
Biography, 
By Grandson 


ALFRED TENNYSON, by 
gy Tennyson; Macmillan; 
7.50. 


Alfred Tennyson, who was 
born in 1809 and died in 1892 
after a long and successful life, 
left behind him enough poetry 
to fill many pages in grammar 
school English books: “In Me- 
moriam,” “Ulysses,” “St. Sim- 
eon Stylites,” “The Charge of 


the Light Brigade,” and, of 
course, “The Idylis of the King.” 
He also left a son, Hallam, who 
wrote a very respectful biogra- 
phy 50 years ago, and nowy this 
grandson, Charles, who is equal- 
ly respectful, but a little more 
frank. 

The new biography is a dili- 
gent, year-by-year study of the 
poet’s youth ... about which 
Hallam was more reticent... 
his struggle for recognition, the 
succession of poems and plays, 
the friends and enemies, the 
grand climax in “Crossing the 
Bar’ and then the end, down 
to such details as the hour and 
minute when the sun set, when 
the moon rose and how long its 
bright light fell on “the poet’s 
splendid head” the night he 
drew his last breath. 

Alfred’s father was the Rev. 
Dr. Charles Tennyson, who 
quarreled with his relatives, 
ran into debt, found life with 
wife, 11 children and servants 
in one small! house too difficult, 
took to drink, became occasional- 
ly violent. Out of this uncon- 
genial background sprang the 
poet, whose name was first 
heard while he was still at Cam- 
bridge, where he met his dear 
friend, Arthur Hallam. 

Arthur Hallam died in 1833, 
and by the end of that year “In 
Memoriam” was well started, 
though it was not published un- 
fil 1850. It sold 60,000 copies in 
a few months. 

He was the perfect Laureate 
for Victoria. Though in 1830 he 
had run off, curiously, to take 
part in a revolution against 
Spain’s Ferdinand VII, he must 
have lived to repent, for he 
could defend the brutalities of 
‘Gov. Eyre in Jamaica, a hard- 
boiled Colonial policy for India, 
and what he thought of the trou- 
blesome Irish was fit to print 
for the simple reason that he 
was always careful to use only 
a language fit to print. While 
many readers will think Charles 
Tennyson overrates the poetry, 
they will find that he has round- 
ed out the portrait of the poet: 
Blunt, conceited, loyal, gener- 
ous, conscientious, sentimental, 
craftsmanlike and, in his own 


circle, lovable.

Biography of James K. Polk 


YOUNG HICKORY: The Life and Times of President 


James K. Polk, by Martha McBride Morrel; Dutton; $4.50. 


Overshadowed by his famous 
predecessor and mentor and the 
onrushing controversy that was 
to lead to the War Between the 
States, James K. Polk has re 
ceived little attention as a Presi- 
dent. 

Until Allen Nevins wrote “Or- 
deal by Fire,” Polk, called 
“Young Hickory” to distinguish 
him from Andrew Jackson, 
known as “Old: Hickory,” was 
neglected. This biography serves, 
in a measure, to offset that neg- 
lect. It is thorough and well 
done, the research is good and 
she has spiced the book with 
many homely human interest 
stories about the Mexican War 
President. 

Polk, the author writes, killed 
himself in office. Never a strong 
man, he drove through the in- 
evitable mass of work any war 


President has with a singleness 


of purpose. In Polk’s day, the 
President was obliged by custom 


to see any citizen who visited the autumn, 


White House. Thousands took 
advantage of the opportunity. 
Many days he was unable to 
work during the day because of 
visitors and then had to sit up 
until nearly dawn to finish his 
stint. 

Elected on a oneterm plat- 
form, he retired after the elec- 
tion of Zachary Taylor, a Whig 
general he had promoted. He 
died, probably of cholera, soon 
after he reached his Tennessee 
home fresh from a triumphal 
swing of the South. 

Next to Jefferson, Polk added 
the largest amount of territory 
to the continental United States. 
California and the West were 
ceded by’ Mexico after the war 
and Oregon came in on a com- 
promise with Britain.—B. U. P.

RULES REVISION 


Pension Roll 
Cut To Aid 


More Needy 


Old-age pensioners in Georgia 
who have children able to support 


them are going to be trimmed off 
the rolls to make room for more 
needy persons, State Welfare Di- 
rector Jack M. Forrester an- 
nounced yesterday. 

Forrester said the Department 
of Public Welfare is revising its 
rules and regulations to meet di- 
rectives of the Federal Secial Se- 
curity Administration which fur- 
nishes much of the money for old- 
age assistance. 

“The revision of the rules,” he 


said, “will result in eliminating 
from the rolls from 15 to 25 per- 


cent of those persons now receiv- 
ing old age-and other financial as- 
sistance from the State ~- Welfare 
Department who have sons and 
daughters able to, support them, 
to admit an equal number of needy 
persons who are without relatives 
to support them.” 

Of the 93,03} on Georgia’s wel- 
fare rolls, 72,778 of these recip- 
ients have children over 21 years 
of age, Forrester pointed out. 


Not all of these adult sons and 
daughters are able to support their 
aged parents, but many are, the 
Director declared. To meet the 
Federal requirement, the State 
Welfare Department is adopting a 
rule whereby a mother or father 
is ineligible for aid if he or she 
has a child who makes a certain 
amount of money.

OL. WILLIAM KREBS, as he called him- 

self, hadn’t spent much time in Dayton, 

Ohio, but his six feet and three inches 

of suavity had promoted him from the hotel 

cocktail lounges to the drawing rooms of the 

best circles, in one of which he met and later 

became engaged to a socially prominent 
woman. 

She was fascinated by his stories of life 
as an Army officer.in the Caribbean and she 
and her guests were impressed by the fact 
that, pending his imminent retirement at the 
age of 50, he was to be given the rank of 
brigadier general. 

“In fact,” he declared during a party at 
her home, “the papers have already arrived.” 
_ He drew an official-looking envelope from 
an inner pocket and exhibited, in a brief ges- 
ture, the contents. ‘ 

One of the guests, a former Army man, 
observed that the “promotion papers” were 
not the proper color. Suspicious, he notified 
city officials who, in turn, called in the Fed- 
eral Bureau of Investigation. 

Three days before the wedding Krebs bor- 
rowed $400 from his bride-to-be, telling her 
he had $100,000 in cash and bonds but was 
momentarily short. On his wedding morning 
he persuaded a guest to endorse a check for 
$500. By that time the FBI agents had com- 
pleted their investigation and two of them 
picked him up as the clerk of his hotel was 
cashing the phony check. 

To her horror, the bride-to-be learned that 
the man she narrowly éscaped marrying had 
been in and out of jails for a quarter of a 
century and the nearest he had ever come to 
service in the Caribbean was to serve in the 
Federal Penitentiary in Atlanta. 

“Colonel” Krebs was merely one of a 
small army of men who, according to the 
FBI, have been mulcting the women of Amer- 
ica of millions of dollars by posing as fed- 
eral officials of various kinds, from Army 
officers to chicken inspectors. The glamour 
of a supposed public post, plus glib references 
to wealth and social distinction and a few 
words of endearment, have been an open- 
sesame to female hearts and pocketbooks. 

Like many of the others, Krebs was al- 
ready married—to a wealthy Alabama widow 
who thought he was an executive of a Bolivian 
rubber plantation. He was given a three-year 
sentence for the Dayton job. 

He had wooed many, but he hadn’t spread 
himself quite as thin as Alexander Arlinsky, 
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who posed as a Federal Narcotics Agent and 
met most of his prey while traveling on 
planes, trains and buses. The conversations 
he struck up changed quickly from chit-chat 
to romance if he discovered that the girls 
had bank accounts. As the FBI report put it: 

“‘He decorated his courtship with all the 
flourishes of a jealous lover. Normally he 
followed his victim to her home town and 
wooed her ardently for about three days be- 
fore leaving ‘on a business trip’ to a distant 
city. While away he would call or wire her 
every day or many times a day, pretending 
devotion, indicating that he suspected her 
of infidelity and urging her to complete ar- 
rangements to marry him on his return. 

“At the time, of course, he was courting 
another victim in the other city. Returning 
at the end of two or three days to marry the 
first victim, he kept up the romance by tele- 
gram and telephone with the second.”’ 

His income from the marriage racket was 
estimated at $12,500 a year. One of his shod- 
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diest tricks, the FBI said, was to marry the 
widowed mother of a buddy he had met dur- 
ing a short hitch in the Army. For taking 
$3,650 from her, he was sentenced to six 
years in a federal prison. 

Passersby in the lobby of the Bankers’ 
Building, where the Chicago office of the FBI 
is located, were puzzled by a woman and a 
16-year-old boy who stood for hours making 
signals by rubbing their hands across their 
foreheads and pulling the lobes of their ears. 

Late in the day they went upstairs to the 
FBI office and asked for Agent Davidson. 
When they were told there was no such agent, 
they made a few more of the mystic signals

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and then returned to the lobby. 
Investigation brought out their story. The 
woman, a 40-year-old -widow, had met a man 
named James Monroe Davidson who told her 
he was an FBI man assigned to catching 
atomic bomb spies. He persuaded her to give 
up the job by which she supported her three 
children and also to give him her meagre 
savings. Then he swore her and her oldest 
son in as “agents” and gave them a set of

WAS trembling when I picked up the re- 
ceiver to call my wife. 
“This is Frank,” I said. 

“Frank who?” she asked, startled. 

“Your husband,” I replied. “I want you to 
take me out of the hospital.”’ 

“Oh, Frank, I want so much for you to come 
home!” 

I hung up the receiver, and returned to my 
room at the McLean Hospital for the mentally 
ill in Waverly, Mass. It was the first time I had 
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used the telephone in 15 years. It was no wonder 
my wife failed to realize who had called. 

Never before had I expressed a desire to go 
home. 

I was an inmate at McLean-for 13 years, liv- 
ing in complete depression. There were times 
when suicide seemed the only solution. 

I was restored to mental health by electric 
shock treatments, good care and exercise. My 
case, in a way, was a test case, for up to then 
electric shock had been regarded as dangerous 
for elderly persons. Before I received it, doctors 
established that my body had enough calcium so 
that my bones would not break easily during my 
reaction to the electric current. 

Because I am so grateful for this medical 
procedure, which my case showed can be success- 
ful with the elderly if they have sufficient cal- 
cium, I am telling the story of my years of 
mental illness. 

My depression began when I was 55, in the 
spring of 1927. I had one son and three daugh- 
ters. I was a successful businessman. There 
had been no predisposition to insanity in my 
family. 

I had been a teacher in the public schobdls of 
Springfield, Mass., later entering the insurance 
business—first as a broker, then as an invest- 
ment counselor. | 

But about that time, I began to have strange 
reactions toward people. Finally, I shunned 
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everybody. When my wife tried to cheer 
me up, I’d become alf the gloomier. 

Doctors said overwork had given me 
a mental breakdown. 

People ridiculed me because of some 
strange ideas I had at the time about 
community improvement. I was hurt 
by their talk, and began to lose sleep 
over it. 

Night after night my insomnia grew 
worse and I began taking barbiturates. 
This lasted a year. 

_ Eventually, I became panicky, fear- 
ing insanity. 

I consulted many doctors, but my 


depression became progressively unbear- ; 


able. I had no interest in my family or 
my work. Nothing maftered to me. Fi- 
nally, I became a patient at Channing 
Sanitarium in Wellesley. 

For about two years I remained 
there—never improving. Then I went to 
McLean Hospital. There, under Dr. W. 
Franklin Wood, director, I developed an 
interest in reading. 

All the while my wife was very at- 
tentive. But unable to feel any affection 
for anyone, I didn’t respond. I would 
become angry because my wife was 
cheerful. 

Meanwhile, my wife looked after my

affairs, later selling my share of the investment 
business. Two of my children married. 

At McLean I had access to many facilities 
of occupational therapy. Reading, however, 
was still my chief emotional outlet. Other ac- 
tivities were performed without enthusiasm. 

It was as though I were only half alive. 

Since I showed no improvement, the doctors 
decided on electric shock treatments. I was in 
my 70s at the time. 

My wife gave her consent, and twice a week 
for two or three weeks, at intervals, over a 
period of three months, I received these treat- 
ments under the supervision of Dr. J. Butler 
Tompkins, staff psychiatrist. 

The first day I received the initial shock 
was uneventful. My nurse said, “Mr. Kimball, 
you are going to receive an electric shock.” It 
didn’t matter to.me. I was led to the shock 
room, still feeling no fright. 

After the doctor and I exchanged greetings, 
I was placed on a table with pillows under my 
knees, side and’ head. There were attendants 
present, and one of them put ointment on my 
temples, while another placed telephone-like 
terminals on my head. 

When the electricity passed through me I 
immediately became unconscious, although the 
first treatments were mild. I felt no sting; it 
was just an odd experience. - At first I would 
become nauseated afterwards, but when I woke

up I always felt considerably refreshed. 

Since these shock treatments are apt to cause 
the memory to be clouded, I don’t remember how 
I responded to them. The doctors, however, were 
very pleased with the results. 

I was told that I became brighter. It was 
then I began to take the least bit of interest 
in life. 

Soon after this, I asked permission to call 
my wife, and she began to arrange my release. 

The doctors agreed to a test visit home one 
week end while my wife observed my behavior. 
Although I wasn’t restored to a normal frame 
of mind, I showed marked signs of improvement. 

The doctors realized that it was only a mat- 
ter of time before I would be completely nor- 
mal, and I was discharged the following week. 
After 15 years of mental illness! It was like 
going into a new life. 

I was perfectly normal. I began attending 
church services and took an active part in com- 
munity affairs. 

Where once I disliked speaking in public, 
I now have no fear of people. I have been 
transformed from an introvert to an extrovert. 

I hope this story will help in part to over- 
come the stigma on mentally sick people. I am 
not ashamed of my illness. 

I consider it no more a cause for shame 
than an appendectomy. 

I am grateful to God, to my wife for her tire- 
less devotion, and to electric shock treatments 
for my recoyery.

Roscoe Ates Had No Difficulty in Speaking the Words 
: That Re-Won His Divorced Wife

S ROSCOE ATES, famed stuttering come- 

A dian, walked through the streets of Liege, 

Belgium, on that day of terror, he cer- 
tainly wasn’t thinking about love. 

The big allied supply depot for the push 
against the Rhine was under bombardment from 
German buzz-bombs. They were looping into the 
city every three minutes. Like everybody else, 
Ates and his troupe of American entertainers 
were hoping just to stay alive. 

Suddenly there was a tremendous explosion. 
The next thing the comedian knew he 
was lying on his back looking at the 
sky. He felt himself for wounds, 
found none, got slowly to his feet. 

The bomb had hit a hospital sev- 
eral blocks away. 

In a dazed moment like this, a 
man’s thoughts may turn to many 
things. Unaccountably and with a 
great yearning, Ates, who was 54, 
thought of his second wife, Lenore— - 
31, pretty and better known by her 
stage name of Barbara Ray. Roscoe 
and Lenore had quarreled and called 
it quits several months before in At- #7 
lantic City. ~_ 

“Why, I must love that girl,” he : 
found himself saying out loud, “I 
want so much to get back to her.” 

At the time, anyone overhearing 
his remark might have laughed—but 
it was no laughing matter to Roscoe. 
‘He really meant what he said. 

* *% 


Even as a buck private in World 
War I, Roscoe had the ability to make 
his fellow doughboys laugh. After it 
was over, he further developed the 
talent. He also got married. He and 
his first wife, Clara, were wed in 
1921 in Fort Smith, Ark. 

The former buck private became 
a successful vaudeville comedian, later 
a funny man in the movies. 

The public, which had learned to 
laugh at his faked stutter on the 
stage and screen, could not take the 
situation too seriously when Roscoe 
and Clara separated in January of 
1933. 

On the following day they were 
back together and Roscoe ruefully 
explained: 

“Yesterday, for no reason, I walked 
out of the house. Like a fellow does 
when he is mad, I made a fool of my- 
self.”’ 

The couple soon were ‘battling again. Mrs. 
Ates filed a separate maintenance suit in Janu- 
ary, 1934, followed it up with a divorce suit in 
July, 1935, and won her freedom the following 
October. 

Meanwhile, Roscoe had met Lenore Belle 
Jumps. She was a dancing girl in Vitaphone 
shorts. Roscoe asked her to be his partner in 
a vaudeville act and gave her the stage name 
of Barbara Ray. 

On June 24, 1938, during a lull in the aili- 
mony battles with Clara, Roscoe married Lenore 
Belle Jumps in Valparaiso, Ind. Aside from 
further court skirmishes with Clara, things went 
smoothly until the war. : 


One morning, in Dallas, Tex., Roscoe got 
up early and left his wife a note: “I have gone 
to join the United States army.” After consid- 
erable trouble, he got an interview with a 29- 
year-old colonel in the air force. 

“T want to join the air force,” he said. 

The young colonel, who had chuckled at Ros- 
coe’s stuttering on the screen for years, burst 
out laughing. 

“What am I going to do with an old fellow 
like you?” he demanded. 

Yet, to the amazement of the public, Roscoe 
was appointed an air force captain in June, 
1942, and was sent to a southern field. 


When they wanted to make him a special 
service officer in charge of entertainment, he 
rose up and rebelled. “ 
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Half angrily, the top brass at the field as- 
signed the comedian to the training of a bom- 
bardier wing. Soon Ates also was in charge 
of the trainees in a navigation wing. He had 
4,000 men and 75 officers under him. He was 
promoted to major. 

Roscoe wound up his army career in 1944 
after they transferred him to Atlantic City to 
receive men at a separation center. He didn’t 
like the job. Also, he was having trouble with 
his wife, Lenore. 

“I just got restless and wanted to be free,” 
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explains the comedian. In short order, followed 
his separation, his release from the army and 
his departure for overseas with a troupe of 
entertainers. On Oct. 9, 1944, while he was in 
Europe, Lenore divorced him. 

Even after the resolve he made while the 
Nazi buzz-bombs were crashing into Liege, it 
didn’t look as if Ates had much chance of win- 
ning back his pretty wife. Lenore had worked 
herself up to a responsible position with an 
airline. She was independent. She had other 
and younger admirers. 

On last Feb. 12, however, the baldish come- 
dian went to Phoenix and remarried his Lenore. 
Along with reports of the incident, some news- 
papers carried a picture of Roscoe and his bride 
holding up an imitation book on the cover of 
which an artist had lettered in the words: 

“I Promise to Love, Honor and Ob-ob-obey.” 

Roscoe took the kidding with his usual good 
nature. He even revealed jovially that he can’t 
hang onto money and that his wife will handle 
their joint finances. 

“I have one great weakness,” he confessed. 
“I have quit betting much on horse races but 
I still love the dice.” 

Will his new try at marriage succeed? 

Roscoe recently said, and he wasn’t stutter- 
ing: “If I ever do anything wrong to Lenore 
again, I hope somebody takes a club and hits 
me over the head with it!” 
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Lenore Ates—If# Took Her Husband Eight Years to Get Over 
His Restlessness. 
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Was It Dishonor That the Millionaire Broker, Charged 
With Burning His Own Home to Gain $170,000, 
Sought to Escape?

E LOOKED and acted like a general -in 
tH civilian clothes, studying a stock market 

ticker tape instead of a war map. Actu- 
ally, with his erect carriage, his squared shoul- 
ders and his voice as precisely clipped as his 
white mustache, Colonel Frank Browne Keech 
bore a striking resemblance to the late General 
John J. Pershing. 

Employes of the brokerage firm of F. B. 
Keech & Co., even whispered that the boss was 
trying to emulate the General Pershing of the 
dark days of World War I in those, the dark 
days of late October and early November in 1929. 

Possibly Frank Keech was imitating his 
hero, consciously or unconsciously, as he ordered 
millions of dollars worth of stocks bought and 
sold in the fight to save himself and his cus- 
tomers from financial ruin. He won, and when 
the worst was over he smiled for the first time 
in two weeks. 

“They thought I was too old for*combat, at 
70,’ the colonel said. “Why, I'll be fighting 20 
years from now.” 

But he was overly optimistic. Eight years 
later he surrendered finally and unconditionally, 
preferring death to the courtroom ordeal of 
defending himself against criminal charges made 
by a former chauffeur, a confessed arsonist. 

It was a tragically bizarre ending to the 
colorful career of a natural leader at West Point, 
on Wall Street and in New York society. 

But then, doing the unexpected had been a 
trait of Frank Browne Keech since his boyhood 
days on a prosperous farm in Charles County, 
Maryland. His parents, James A. and Emily 
Bean Keech, descended from Revolutionary 
patriots, decided it was time the family had 
another Army career man. 


FRANK KEECH’S preliminary preparation for 

West Point got under way as he entered his 
teens. A friend in Congress helped arrange the 
appointment and everything was in readiness 
when young Keech did the unexpected. 

He announced that he, personally, would like 
to take a fling at the world of finance. _ 

‘“T’yve been reading about Gould and Vander- 
bilt and how they made fortunes,” he said. “I 
can do the same thing.” 

“But not now,” his father said. ““Maybe later. 
Right now you are going to West Point.” 
' “Yes sir,” young Keech said. At the Military 
Academy he soon became financial adviser for 
his classmates, trying to balance their budgets. 
He was quick, accurate and personable in the 


classrooms, and a fine figure of young manhood: 


in his uniform. 

The Keech family was understandably proud, 
and somewhat relieved, when he was graduated 
and became Lieut. F. B. Keech, U.S. A., in June, 
1890. He was assigned to the Fifth Infantry and 
sent to St. Augustine, Fla. 

It was a bad move, in so far as Lieutenant 
Keech’s military career was concerned. Because 
it was at St. Augustine he met pretty Clafa Jay 
Williams, a banker’s daughter. 

Her father wasn’t an average banker. George 
Gilbert Williams was outstanding in his field, 
president of a large New York City bank and 
his financial acumen was attested by the fact 
that Hetty Green, known as “the richest woman 
in the world,” sought his adVice. After a few 
conferences with Williams, she became an im- 
portant stockholder in the bank and transacted 
her business there. 

Lieutenant Keech rediscovered his world of 
finance through his chats with Clara’s father. 

“Ranks and stock markets! That’s all you 


talk about,” Clara complained. ‘‘Well, if that’s ~° 


the way it’s to be, I'll try to arrange it so you 
and father can be together more.” 

“How ?”’ ’ 

“You'll see.” 

Lieutenant Keech “saw” when he married 
Clara Jay Williams and became the son-in-law 
of the famous banker. The boyhood ambition 
was strong as ever and a year after the mar- 
riage, Lieutenant Keech resigned his commis- 
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sion and became plain Frank Browne Keech, of 
Wall Street. 

Thanks to his natural talents and the new 
family connection, he didn’t have to start at the 
bottom of the brokerage ladder. He became a 
partner in the Stock Exchange firm of Blakely, 
Keech and Wood. 

When the firm was dissolved, Keech formed 
a partnership with William Goadby Loew, whose 
father-in-law was.George F. Baker, president of 
another powerful bank. The young partners had 
potent sponsors, through marriage, and the 
company prospered. 

Frank Keech bought the family farm in 
Charles County, Maryland; an estate in select 
Tuxedo Park, New York, and a mansion off 
Fifth Avenue. But his money didn’t bring him 


enduring happiness at home. His clashes with- 


the high spirited Mrs. Clara Williams Keech 
were frequent. 

“Keech has an eye for the ladies,” his friends 
explained. And the ladies seemed to have eyes

for the handsome West Pointer. The slightest 
flirtation led to scenes in the Keech household, 
even after the one son, Gilbert, was born. 
Separations and reconciliations occurred regu- 
larly over the space of three decades. 

There was one separation for which the ladies 
could not be blamed. When the United States 
entered World War I, Frank Browne Keech, well 
into middle age, squared his trim shoulders and 
offered his services. , 

Back in army uniform after 27 years, the 
former lieutenant became a colonel and was 
assigned to General Pershing’s staff. The associ- 
ation left its imprint on Colonel Keech; he 
returned to Wall Street after the Armistice, the 
general’s double in mufti. 

There was trouble again in his family. Gil- 
bert, the only son, did the unexpected at the 
age of 18. He eloped with Dorothy Munsell, 
daughter of a trained nurse, and New York 
society gasped. The strained situation lasted 
little more than a year when Gilbert’s wife died 
and he went to Princeton to graduate as the 
only widower in his class. 

Meantime, his parents had separated again, 
sold the Tuxedo Park estate, reconciled and 
bought back the property. 


F VENTUALLY, the estate was sold again and 

finally destroyed by fire in 1923. Another 
fire in Tuxedo Park was to mark the tragic 
climax in Colonel Keech’s career. 

In between domestic quarrels and Treconcilia- 
tions, Frank Keech won his greatest fight in 
Wall Street during the financial frenzy that 
started on Black Tuesday, Oct. 29, 1929, and 
continued until investors had lost an estimated 
fifty billion dollars. , 

For two weeks he virtually lived in his bro- 
kerage office, drinking black coffee, sleeping on a 
couch, barking out orders to buy and sell. His 
friends and his enemies were among the casual- 
ties of The Street’s wildest days; bigger and 


richer firms tumbled but the house of F. B. 
Keech & Co. (William Loew having withdrawn 
from the partnership) was solvent when the 
storm subsided., 

He consolidated his company with other firms 
and dropped from the news columns until the 
morning of Feb. 26, 1932. 

That was when flames invaded Tuxedo Park 
again and destroyed the villa Frank Keech had 
acquired. Nobody was living in the $232,000 
showplace at the time of the fire. The insurance 
companies settled for a reported $270,000 and 
the colonel went into semi-obscurity again, for 
four years. 

Then, in the summer of 1936, it was learned 
that he and Clara Williams Keech had separated 
completely and finally in the sunset of their 
lives. Clara had taken the initiative, as usual, 
and obtained a divorce in Florida. 

She died a few months later, on Feb. 8, 1937, 
and left a will which contained no mention of 
her dashing husband. Their son, Gilbert, was 
forgiven for his schoolboy elopement and was 
left $300,000 by his mother. 

Her death was a terrific blow to the man she 
had upbraided and praised, by turns, but had 
loved throughout most of her life. Colonel Keech 
aged perceptibly overnight and withdrew into 
his exclusive New York and Washington clubs. 


WILE members of society’s Oid Guard were 
commiiserating with him, the second and 
mortal blow was dealt the old colonel. 


A man named Charles F. Smith of Pleasant 


Gardens, N. C., started telling a weird story to 


a grand jury in Newburgh, N. Y. He said that 
he had been employed as chauffeur by Colonel 
Keech years before; that, in February, 1932, the 
colonel had hired him to set fire to the $232,000 
mansion in Tuxedo Park. 


Smith said the colonel had paid him $3,200 
to commit the crime of arson. But, Smith went 
on, that was only a down payment. In the ensu- 
ing years, Smith said, he had collected $15,000 
from his former employer. 


The grand jury had to act hastily because 
the statute of limitations—five years—would 
expire in a few hours, on Feb. 26, 1937, the anni- 
versary of the fire. 

Colonel Frank Browne Keech, old soldier, 
society leader and financier, was indicted on a 
charge of arson; the allegation being he had 
ordered the fire in order to collect $170,000 
insurance. 

The colonel was leaning heavily on the arm 
of his attorney, but his shoulders were thrown 
back and he managed a grin when he surren- 
dered at Newburgh. 

Bail was fixed at $50,000, which was promptly 
posted, and the judge refused to have the dis- 
tinguished defendant fingerprinted, explaining 
he was a person of means and consequence in 
the community. 

“Anyway,” the colonel said when he left the 
courthouse, “‘they didn’t put me in jail.” 

A few days later, on March 8, he left his 
New York apartment, after telling his valet he 
was going to take a walk. The walk ended on a 
platform of the Lexington Avenue subway. 

With the precise timing he had learned at 
West Point and in Wall Street, the colonel 
jumped just as the front end of an express train 
roared into the station. Several cars passed over 
the trim figure before the train was stopped. 


GILBERT KEECH, last of the tragic trio, made 

the identification. It was learned that Colo- 
nel Keech had used the days between his indict- 
ment and his death to draw up his will. Gilbert, 
the son, was left $300,000, matching the sum 
his mother had given him. 

But the amazing thing about the will was 
the fact that it disposed of more than $1,000,000 
in cash and readily convertible securities! 

Why, his friends demanded, would a man 
with such @ fortune even consider turning to 
arson in order to get the comparatively small 
sum of $170,000? 

The question is still unanswered, but here is 
an ironic sequel to the tragedy: 

On the day the will was filed for probate, 
Smith pleaded guilty to second degree arson 
charges at Goshen, N. Y. He was released in “his 
own custody” and went back to his filling station 
in North Carolina. Later the charge against 
Smith was dismissed, the colonel having left the 
jurisdiction of the court.

NSURANCE is not always a simple, straight- 
away proposition.where you sign your name 

and pay your premiums—and collect from 
the company when you have a loss. 

Sometimes, through no fault of your own, or 
of the company insuring you, you don’t collect 
at all—or only after a costly court experience. 

For not all who take out insurance are in- 
sured and it would appear, from a sampling of 
some of the cases that have gone to court, that 
it’s a wise man who Knows his own insurance. 

To make sure of where you stand, say the 
insurance lawyers, you should look to your 
contract. You should read every word of it 
carefully. , 

The easiest insurance to get is often the 
hardest to collect on. The individual who sells 
such forms as fire, burglary and floater some- 
times asks you few questions about yourself or 
your background. 

Yet the court records show that you should 
tell him many things, even though he doesn’t 
ask them. 

Pointing up the advisability of volunteering 
all pertinent facts concerning yourself, even if 
not asked direct questions that would bring 
them out, is the recent case of textile manufac- 
turer Erhart Ruegg and Lisette Verea, beautiful 
Rumanian stage and screen star, who were 
robbed of $165,000 in gems. 

A floater policy covered the loss, but the 
company resisted payment on the ground the 
couple, while living together, were not married. 

The couple, according to the Mercury Insur- 
ance Company, had represented themselves as 
Mr. and Mrs. Ruegg. In filing suit in New York 
Federal Court to void the policy, the insurer 
claimed ‘‘policies of this character involve a high 
degree of moral risk.” 

Bernard R. Lauren, counsel for the couple, 
said the case involved a clear cut robbery loss. 

There are large numbers of cases on court 
records and in law libraries where companies 
have alleged fraud in the original contract after 
a claim has been presented. They have won 
some; lost others. 

In a 1940 case in New Hampshire, a company 
disputed a fire loss claim on the ground the 
woman making it had said there was a child 
boarding with her when the child was actually 
her own. 

In finding for the insured, the courts held 


. the woman had no intention of defrauding the 
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to Collect, So Be Sure You

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company; that she merely concealed the child’s 
relation to protect her own good name andthe 
child’s. 

The New York Court of Appeals has jus 
decided for the insured in a case where the com- 
pany sought to nullify a fur floater policy, charg- 
ing the policyholder had withheld information 
concerning his own past. : y 

The insurance was taken out by a salesman, 
who was subsequently held up and robbed of 
$22,000 in furs. The company claimed he had 
not reported a 10-year-old conviction in connec- 
tion with concealing assets in a bankruptcy. 

The high court agreed with two Appellate 
Division justices, who held that if the company 
wanted to Know anything about the applicant 
he should have been handed a form and asked 
questions. rot 

Another case on record is that of a man who 
called up an agent and got a fire insurance binder 
after he saw a fire raging in the neighborhood 
and approaching his house. The blaze did dam- 
age his house, but the company refused to pay 
and was upheld by the courts. 

There was a Louisiana case where a man ran 
out and got an extended coverage fire insurance 
policy after someone had called up and threat- 
ened to dynamite his house, 

Though the threat was never carried out, the 
company refused to pay a later fire loss on the 
ground that he had not advised its agent of the 
telephone call. The company won this case, but 
a somewhat similar one was won by the insured 
in the same state. 

This second case involved a man who took 
out a fire insurance policy without telling the 
company he had acted on rumors that someone 
was going to set fire to a rope walk adjacent

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to his house. 

The rope walk was never. burned, but the 
company. went to court when the man’s house 
was burned by fire from another source. 

Courts in different states have decided some- 
times for and sometimes against the company in 
gases where appraisers fixed the value of insured 
jewelry without actually seeing it. 

Generally, say the lawyers versed in insur- 
ance practices, the companies will contest fire, 
burglary and floater claims when facts are not 
disclosed that would cause the underwriter in 
normal course to reject the application or require 


.additional premium. 


Even when not asked, applicants should 
report previous insurance experience—such as 
applications to other companies, cancellations, 
losses or claims of loss. 

In life insurance, while there is a long form 
to be filled, the lawyers warn that all past ill- 
nesses, no matter how trivial, should be detailed. 

However, says the New York State Insurance 
Department, the possibility of a disputed claim 
is drastically lessened by law, which provides 
that life policies are incontestable .after two 
years and one year in the case of industrial 
life insurance. 4 

Many companies have voluntarily reduced 
the incontestability period to one year on all 
life policies.

EROME ELLISON loved his wife and ten- 
J year-old twins. Me also, as an editor and 
writer, had a high regard for psychiatry. 

So, when his wife’s psychoanalyst advised 
him to move out of his house in Pelham Manor, 
N. Y.;\two years ago, he did. If that would help 
his wife get well, if that was all, that was needed; 
well, there was no question about it. 

Last year, Ellison decided that a year was 
long enough to be away from his wife and chil- 
dren, psychiatry or no psychiatry, and he moved 
back in. Soon after his wife’s parents moved 
out, by polite request. 

There they were—Ellison, his wife ‘and the 
twins, back together,. but it didn’t seem to be 
working out. Mrs. Ellison, the former Frances 
Karsch, was not only still being psychoanalyzed, 
but, at the age of 38, after 11 years of marriage, 
she was studying «3 on the subject herself. She 
was attending Columbia University, working 
for a master’s degree in psychiatry. 

After her sessions with the analyst, her 
studies and lectures, and her home work, she 
didn’t have a great deal of time left over. Ellison 
found himself both father and mother to the 
twins, Judith and E. Jerome Ellison ITI. 

So he found a whole new fascinating field 
to write about. He turned to the family, to 
problems of education, to ways of keeping hus- 
band and wife together in spite of the growing 
increase in divorce. , 

Sitting at home of an evening, he found him- 
self helping the twins in their homework. That 
led to an idea—why not greater participation 
in the Parent-Teachers Association? Ellison 
began attending meetings, heard some of the 
problems of education, and got interested in the 
workings of the PTA and its 5,000,000 members. 

The result was an article on the PTA. A 
couple of paragraphs were devoted to Jerry’s 
spelling problems. It seemed that the movements

of his eyes were so fast that they picked up the 
beginning and ending of a word, but paid little 
attention to the middle. Thus, “girl” always 
seemed to come out “gril.”’ ° 

At a PTA-sponsored open house at junio 
high school, Ellison Sr. was told that slow, su- 
pervised spelling practice at héme might correct 
the deficiency. He contributed his time, and ap- 
parently it worked. Ellison found some time, too, 
to help Judy in mathematics. 

In his new role as father plus mother, Ellison 
began running into baby-sitting problems. A 
little extra research showed him that half the 
population of America over 12 years of age ie 
engaged in baby-sitting to some extent, and that 
the industry takes in $750,000,000 a year. 

On the subject of a small snack for the baby- 
sitter, Eflison good humoredly recalled his 
father-in-law’s: preferences along those _ lines 
when baby-sitting. They included two large ham 
sandwiches, plenty of mustard, pretzels and a 
half-pound of chéese. 

Although the situation between himself. and 
Mrs. Ellison had reached d state of confusion

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and he was frankly worried about the state of 
his own family, Ellison sat down at his type- 
writer and dashed off a breezy -article on baby- 
sitters. 

Then came an article on divorce and separa- 
tion. It was Ellison’s idea, backed up by severai 
authorities, that divorce was mainly the result 
of selfishness, usually on the part of the wife. 
With two children and a wife of his own, Ellison 
was frankly worried about the rising divorce 
rate. Including children, more than 12,000,000 
persons have been involved in divorce during 
this decade, he wrote. 

He gave reports on many organizations ear- 
nestly endeavoring *to hold the American home 
together, and pointed out the value of psycho- 
analysis in convincing husbands and wives that 
they should stay together. Mrs. Ellison had be- 
gun visiting a psychoanalyst in 1941. : 

Ellison gave’ several case histories of people 
whose marriage had been saved by consultation. 
Unfortunately for him, writing, hour after hour, 
on the American family and at the same time 
attempting to hold his home together, he could 
not include himself and his wife in his list of 
people who had solved their problems. 

Mrs. Ellison recently went to stay with her 
parents. She brought proceedings, asking for 
alimony of $175 a week and custody of the 
children. 

Ellison, with his attorney, James Dempsey 
of White Plains, N. Y., drew up a counter-sult 
for separation. 

Then they talked about it again, 
and the two men decided that that 
was not really what Ellison wanted 
at all. He wanted his wife back. 

They dropped the suit. 
just ~in_ this 
mood,” Ellison explained. ‘She's not 
_ really to blame at all. She’s been 
undergoing this gruelling treatment for years, 
and she’s like a frightened child. Sooner or later 
she'll be all right. I don’t want a separation, 
I want her.” 

At a preliminary hearing Mrs. Ellison wa: 
awarded. temporary alimony. Ellison retaine 
custody of the children. It was a legal victory. 
his attorney’ pointed out, but a hollow one. 
Thee two people ought to be together,” he 
said. 

Mrs. Ellison remained with her parents, and 
Ellison remained in his house with the chil- 
dren, writing articles on the life of the Amerl- 
can family. 

Maybe some day he could, once more, live 
the life he wrote about.

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If Your Luck Was Bad, You Waited

YRAMID CLUBS were born in Southern 
p California in late December, 1948. They 

swept across the nation, involving millions 
of members. Millions of dollars changed hands 
over coffee and doughnuts. 

The clubs exhausted themselves in the East 
in March for lack of new members and by mid- 
April were everywhere as dead as the dodo. 

No one person became rich as a result of 
them and few members lost more than $1.0Q. 
Nevertheless, considering the number involved 
and the number who received no return for their 
money, the operation was the biggést financial 
bust of its kind since the Ponzi bubble. 

There were many variations of.Pyramid Clubs 
but the most popular was the one you joined in 
the hope, and sometimes the expectation, that 
12 days after paying your $1 membership fee 


you would collect $2,048. > 


Every new member got two new members 


_and the two got four and the four eight and so 


on as you moved up the pyramid until-on the 
twelfth night 256 persons, each with $8, showed 
up at your home and tossed the $2,048 into your 
clothesbasket. That was the theory_and in virgin 
territory it paid off, sometimes with the $2,048 
or in lesser but still substantial amounts. . 

Club parties for the enrollment of new mem- 
bers were going on in private homes every night. 
Coffee and doughnuts were served generally, 
sometimes cola, sometimes something stronger 
if your host was optimistic. Pay-off parties 
often were elaborate. If your luck ran good you 
ended up with some money and a houseful.of 
strangers one of whom might depart with a 
small keepsake of the occasion like your mink 
coat or a grandfather’s clock. 

If your luck ran bad, if you weren’t among 
the early birds, you sat alone all night sur- 
rounded by a bakery wagon load of doughnuts, 
gallons of coffee and your empty clothesbasket. 
As your faith in human nature drained away 
with the hours you put out the cat and went to 
bed soon after midnight. 

Simple mathematics causéd the demise of the 
pyramids. It took 2,048 members to provide 
the top payoff for one man. Providing top pay- 
off for the 2,048 in turn required 4,194,304 new 
members. And there were many, many clubs 
going at the same time. 

The pyramiders didn’t like to think too much 
about this and they certainly didn’t like the 
newspapers drawing attention to it. Thousands 
of members working towards payoff night called 
scores of newspapers and told them so. 

Clubs were active for more than a month in 
Southern’ California but lasted only a week in

the San Francisco area. At Portland, Ore., they 
went for about 40 days, at Denver a couple of 
weeks, at Cleveland one week only, for 10 days 
in Washington, D. C., about a month in New 
York, Boston and Detroit, a couple of weeks in 
Pittsburgh and Atlanta, 16 days in Buffalo, a 
week in Baltimore, about three in Chicago and 
Miami. The craze spread like a grass fire along 
a running front but it also jumped about. Seattle 
hadn’t even experienced it in late March. . 

Those who profited most from Pyramid Clubs 
were the telephone companies. All members were 
supposed to keep up a check to prevent the 
breaking of the chain. Mails were taboo because 
of postal laws and the pyramiders used the 
phone. The_jam in telephone traffic became ter- 
rific especially in worked-over territory as new 
members scrambled to get two more to keep the 
pyramids building. One week end in Boston 
phone calls were 60 per cent above normal. 

Five-doliar clubs were formed in many spots, 
the anticipated payoff being $10,240. There is 
no record of anyone getting that amount. A $50- 
club in Boston fell as flat as a buckwheat cake. 
Although many $2,048 payoffs were made it 
never happened twice in the same pyramid. Next 
man on the totem pole collected a smaller amount 
and the next still smaller and after a little while 
nobody collected anything. 

The law generally stood aloof, realizing the 
craze would end as abruptly as it began with 
nobody getting badly hurt, 

‘' In Massachusetts, although the Attorney 
General delivered an opinion that the clubs in 
general were within the law, four. men and 


_three women, including two doctors, were con- 
victed cf promoting a lottery in connection with 


a five-dollar club. They were fined $50 each. 
The judge said he believed the defendants had 
become hypnotized by the craze. 

In Buffalo a promoter who advertised for 
members was arrested for advertising a lottery 
and acquitted after a trial at which coffee and 
doughnuts were served. He celebrated his ac- 
quittal—not with coffee—and became involved 
with a revolving door in a hotel lobby, getting 
himself arrested on another charge. 

Police generally contented themselves with 
issuing warnings about racketeers getting con- 
trol and petty thieves showing up at the house 
parties. Real racket men wouldn’t touch the 
scheme with a 10-foot pole, there being too 
many ifs for a small reward. 

Best part of the pyramids is that so few re- 
sent being clipped for their dollar. Most of the 
losers say they had a lot more than a dollar’s 
worth of fun not to mention the coffee and 
doughnuts. Why, they’d do it all over again! If 
they thought there was a chance of collecting.

L. Maris, an extraordinary Philadelphia lawyer, 
was asked to look into the case. Mr. Maris has 
had one of the strangest of all law practices. 
It has been his policy not to appear in criminal 
courts. Instead, he has given years to righting 
the wrongs of innocent men unjustly convicted 
or of other men serving time under harsh sen- 
tences. : 

Since he hung out his shingle 45 years ago, 
he has sought justice for more than 300 convicts 
in Pennsylvania penitentiaries. Often his fees 
have been skimpy. Sometimes there have been 
no fees at all. He has always been glad to 
—_— unmindful of profit, on the side of fair 
play. 

He was glad to serve for Jake Hetzel. He 
looked up the man listed as complainant in the 
calf-stealing warrant and the man told him that 
Jake, a law-abiding, hard-working farmer, had 
never stolen a calf or anything else from him. 

Mr. Maris then checked the warrant against 
the warrant stubs; found the warrant was dated 
the day of the shooting, but had not been issued 
until three months after Jake’s arrest for murder. 

By questioning others in the small rural

community he further learned that the con- 
stable and three friends had planned a practical 
joke on Jake. They had meant to arrest him 
on an imaginary charge, take him to the county 
seat 18 miles away and leave him to walk home 
after explaining it was all a mistake. The con- 
stable whom Jake had mistaken for the Vir- 
ginian had paid with his life for the prank. 

Jake paid, too. He served 10 years in prison 
before Mr. Maris took his findings to the Board 
of Pardons and showed that the warrant had 
been prepared to make sure of a guilty verdict 
in the murder trial. 

Then, at last, Jake went free. 

The Virginian, Jake’s father’s sworn enemy, 
the countryside bully whose threat lay back of 
all the trouble, did not have to pay at all. He 
never carried out the threat (made during a 
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quarrel). There had been enough blood- 
shed, he said. 
Mr. Maris scored his first victory over 
injustices of this kind when he granted the 
request of a clergyman and took over the case 
of a youth who had been convicted of forgery. 

He found that the boy had been taunted one 
night by some callous companions. They had 
said he was timid and stupid. 

“Why, you’re so dumb,” one said, ‘‘you don't 
even know your boss’ name.” 

To prove that he knew it, the boy wrote the 
name at the bottom of a slip of paper furnished 
by the others. It turned out that the paper had 
been a blank check and unwittingly the boy 
had committed forgery. 

The Board of Pardons, after a hearing on 
Maris’ plea, freed him. 

A more serious charge was that against an- 
other client of Maris, Charles Riccardo, a hotel 
operator in eastern Pennsylvania. Riccardo was 
convicted of second degree murder for shooting 
a storekeeper who, he said, had attacked him 
with a sledge hammer while he was on crutches 
as the result of a broken leg. 3 

Neighbors thought the penalty too severe, 
and Maris, studying the case, sought commuta- 
tion of sentence. Early this year Gov. James 
H. Duff issued the commutation and Riccardo 
was released. 

A request from a cell block in a Pennsyl- 
vania penitentiary usually has brought Maris 
or an assistant to hear a man’s story first hand. 
They have tried never to turn down a plea 
with merit. 

Once a week Maris visits Eastern Peniten- 
tiary. At’ Rockview Penitentiary he has inter- 
viewed as many as 23 convicts in a day. 

“It’s strange,” he has often said, ‘that so 
many are employed by the state to put crimi- 
nals behind bars and no one employed to help 
an innocent man gain freedom.”

Our thoughts and our efforts must look for- 
ward toward the future.

I believe that science is one of the things 
worth fighting and striving for. It has unlim- 
ited possibilities of giving adequate food, shelter, 
health and opportunities for recreation, and the 
higher things of life to every human being. 

Science carries the great ethical message that 
fearless recognition must be given to truth based 
on fact finding. 

It is equally necessary, with science, that 
there be the “righteousness that exalteth a na- 
tion.” I venture to 
suggest an approach 
to religion based upon 
my scientific experi- 
ence. 

In science, we have 
two great laws, known 
as the laws of thermo- 
dynamics, (Thermody- 
namics is. the science 
of. heat and energy 
concerned with the re- 
lationships between 
heat and mechanical 
work.) By~these two 
laws we test our 
knowledge of science, 
and by the same token 
every day we test 


these laws, by the 
light of further ex- 
perience. 


These two laws are: 
First, the conservation 
of energy (that is, the 


energy of the world is - a — 


constant); second, the 
impossibility of get- 
ting a perpetual mo- 
tion machine from 
heat (heat flows from 
hotter to colder bodies, 
not reversely). 

The first law is 
comprehensive, stating 
that all forms of en- 
ergy are interchange- 
able and equivalent. 
The second states a 
truth about one par- 
ticular form of inter- 
change (heat and me- 
chanical motion.) 

Putting it all sim- 
ply, first we cannot 
get work from noth- 
ing; secondly, we can- 
not even get it from 
heat, unless there is 
a temperature differ- 
ence to cause a spon- 
taneous flow of heat 
—which we can tap 
for our purposes. A 
steamer cannot cross 
the ocean without fuel 
nor can it draw upon 
the vast stores of low 
grade, low’ tempera- 
ture, heat in the water 
upon which it floats. 

Now it is my con- 
viction that we can 
adopt, as a basis of 
our religious life, two 
counterparts for those 
two laws of thermo- 
dynamics. 

First, the Father- 
hood of God; and second, its extension, the 
Brotherhood of Man. These truths can be used 
to guide our actions, to test our motives, to 
indicate our personal, national and international 
obligations. 

They should enter into all our personal re- 
lations, our business affairs, our relations with 
other classes of the community, our duties to 
other nations. The fundamental truths of the 
Fatherhood of God and the Brotherhood of Man 
should find constant, clear enunciation in written 
and spoken words. 

For if the trumpet give an uncertain sound, 
who shall prepare himself to the battle? These 
two primary conceptions should be the touch- 
stone for public action. They give an answer 
as to whether we should tolerate certain con- 
ditions in our jails, or whether we should ship

P UNTIL five minutes before post time 
U there had been nothing unusual about the 
third race at Hawthorne on Sept. 24, 1941. 

Now there was. Suddenly the odds started 
to tumble on a first starter named Rapid Bone. 
It was a cheap claiming race for maidens (non- 
winners) and Rapid Bone had been priced at 
20 to 1 on the morning line. 

Thé odds had soared to 30 to 1 in the early 
betting and were still teetering there when the 
final avalanche of dollars hit the mutuels at 
the Chicago track. They were only 8 to 1 when 
the field of eight broke from the barrier. 

William Hamilton, Ullinois racing steward, 
had watched the belated price descent with 
more than ordinary interest. While the horses 
jogged to the post, he ran a practiced eye over 
Rapid Bone. He noted the three white stocking 
markings and picked out a scar on the horse's 
side. 

As the pack thudded past the grandstand 
for the first time in the mile-and-70-yard test, 
his interest, and suspicion, grew. 

This was no green, unraced horse. - The 
chestnut gelding was running smoothly under 
a snug hold by Jockey Ralph Bohn. Hamilton 
knew instinctively he was the class of the field. 

The steward beamed his glasses on the fiy- 
ing horses. He was struck by the long. easy 
strides of the stylish 8-to-1 shot. 

Rapid Bone followed the pace, moved up in

He said he had raised Rapid Bone himself 
and felt the gelding was now ready for better 
company. 

Bill Hamilton wasn't satisfied. 

Rapid Bone was led to the saliva barn for 
the customary chemical analysis and Hamilton 
prodded Van Cleve with questions. 

Where did he get the horse? Was he sure 
he had never been raced on a recognized track? 
How was it he left the gate so smartly? Where 
did Van Cleve come from? What tracks Knew 
him? What horsemen? 

The Texan answered politely. He said again 
he had raised the horse. He said Rapid Bone 
had been running on small tracks in Oklahoma 
and Texas and in match races at county fairs. 
He had trained him on a Texas ranch with a 
home-made starting gate. 

Hamilton checked the horse's identification 
papers and found them in order. But the racing 
official was still unsatisfied. 

He installed an overnight police guard 
the horse. The next afternoon he had 
nothing to substantiate his suspicions and 
Bone was named. and accepted, for a 
the following day. 


HE. gelding most scored again. laying off 

the early pace and moving up stoutly after 
the last turn, then losing a photo finish to Blue 
Cadet. 

Four days later, on Sept. 30, the Marvland 
Racing Commission reported that a chestnut 
gelding, Hasty Notion, had been missing from 
a Havre de Grace barn for about a week. The 
picture of another chestnut gelding flashed 
through Hamilton's mind and he sent for further 
information. 

When he received the description of Hasty 
Notion’s conformation and markings he was 
sure the missing horse was Rapid Bone. But 
before he and his associates could leave for 
Maryland, word came that Hasty Notion had 
mysteriously reappeared at urel track. 

At Laurel, Hamilton quickly saw that 
Hasty Notion and Rapid Bone were the same 
horse. The markings were identical and the 
ilinois steward found the scar he had seen on 
Rapid Bone’s side. 

A slick ringer job had been put over at 
Chicago, om the track and the public: the 
bookies had lost a fortune. A joint investiga- 
tion was set in motion by the Illinois and Mary- 
land racing authorities. Spencer Drayton’s 
Thoroughbred Racing Protective Bureau was 
given the assignment. 

Joseph E. Widener, it developed, had run a 
chestnut named Hasty Notion in a $5,500 claim- 
ing race at Saratoga, N. Y.. in August. 1941. 
The horse had been claimed by Brad Brodsky,

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of Philadelphia, and shipped to Maryland. 

Hasty Notion was raced in Maryland and 
William E* Rafferty, of Philadelphia, asked 
Harry Baker, Brodsky’s trainer, if he was for 
sale. The trainer referred Rafferty to Brodsky 
and the chestnut was. sold for $9,500. Brodsky 
later said he had not deposited the money in 
the bank. 


AFFERTY registered the horse in the name of 
“* his aunt, Mrs. George Ehringer, a Philadel- 
phia housewife. A little later, he asked Wilmer 
L. Hamel, of Norristown, Pa., to ship Hasty 
Notion from Havre de Grace to the Narragan- 
sett track at Salem, N. H. 

He told the van operator he wanted to race 
the horse there on Sept. 22. 

Hasty_ Notion acted up after boarding the 
van and a groom named Earl.was sent along 
with him. Soon after the wan’s departure, Raf- 
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ferty directed the driver to proceed to the Cam- 
den station in Baltimore. The driver stopped 
to telephone and when he returned the groom 
was gone. 

In his place was a man identified as Thomas 
Malone, of Philadelphia. 

Malone arranged for shipping the horse, not 
to*New England, but to Chicago. The consignor 
was listed as Al Walls; the consignee, Pete 
Walls. 

On the shipping papers, the horse was de- 
scribed as Red Jack, a polo pony. The railroad 
records showed he was shipped Sept. 19 and 
returned Oct. 1. 

It was within these dates that Rapid Bone, 
now assuredly Hasty Notion, had run at Haw- 
thorne, winning one race and running second 
in another. 

The investigators also learned that William 
Rafferty, Thomas Rafferty, identified as Thomas 
Malone, and John Sperry, of Los Angeles, were 
registered at a Chicago hotel from Sept. 24 to 26. 

falone and Sperry — Bill Hamilton knew 
them well. The picture was at last taking shape. 
Only one of the pieces was missing—Dr. How- 
ard Reith-of Boston. The Illinois racing official 
was sure Dr. Reith was involved in the affair 
somehow. : 

The same old ringing combination that had 
operated at Chicago and Detroit three years 
previously had apparently been at work again. 
Hamilton refreshed his memory with a look 
at the records. 

Im 1938, the Malone-Sperry-Reith trio and 
others had been ruled off the turf: for life in 
another ringing case. 

The next step, then, was 
to determine Dr. Reith’s role 
in the Rapid Bone-Hasty No- 
tion deception, if any. 

The inquiry turned to the 
real Rapid Bone. Daniel 
Becker was questioned on a 
farm near Ottawa, Kan., and 
said he had mated the stallion 
Rapid Note and a mare named 
Bone Bag —and that their 
chestnut son was foaled in 
1939. 

: He said he sold the foal on 
July 9 toa Mr. Sperry at Fort 
Knox, Kan., and that the 
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proper papers had been forwarded to the buyer. 

At Fort Knox, Clifford T. Sperry denied any 
knowledge of Rapid Bone or the sale. He also 
said he didn’t know Daniel Becker. 

Next came the involvement of Dr. Howard 
Reith. The investigators found that the missing 
Rapid Bone had been registered with the Jockey 
Club by Edward Cartnick. He was traced to a 
Brooklyn, N. Y., hospital, where he was intern- 
ing. 

Cartnick said he was a relative of Dr. Reith 
and the inquiry moved on to Boston. 


ACING authorities were now certain that they 
had tinked up Dr. Reith with John Sperry 
and Malone. 

Dr. Reith said he had bought Rapid Bone 
from Becker and admitted knowing John Sperry 
—also that he had been involved in the 1938 
ringing case. . 

He said he met Van Cleve for the first time 
in August, 1941, when the Texan told him he 
had been running Rapid Bone on the so-called 
outlaw tracks. He said Van Cleve wanted papers 
so he could run the horse on the big circuit. 

Dr. Reith said he made out an application 
and wrote in the name of Cartnick as the owner. 

papers were delivered to Van Cleve—and 
were used, said the racing officials, to enter 
Hasty Notion as Rapid Bone at Hawthorne. 

Meanwhile, Van Cleve and the original Rapid 
Bone had vanished. Van Cleve was finally lo- 
cated at Fort Worth, Tex., but was not returned 
to Illinois for trial. 

Gov. Cokie Stevenson of Texas refused to 
sign the necessary extradition papers and held 
that the horsemafi had been the innocent pawn 
of the ringers. 

Late in October, 1941, the [Illinois Racing 
Commission completed its hearing. Barred from 
the turf for life were Van Cleve, Dr. Reith, 
Malone, John Sperry, William Rafférty, Pete 
Walls and Mrs. George Ehringer. 

For Dr. Reith, Sperry and Malone it was 
the second occasion in three years in which they 
were ruled off the turf for life. 


HE 1938 investigation was started after a 
startling drop of odds on another first starter 
—a brown gelding named Laddie Boy Ring—in 
the third race at Chicago’s Washington Park 
on Aug. 2. 

The four-year-old was ridden by Jockey 
George Napier. The horse had opened at 50 
to 1 and was lightly played till seven minutes 
before race time, when the price shrank to 
2 to 1. 

The 50-to-1 shot turned favorite was rated 
along with the field of 12 to the top of the 
stretch where Napier turned him loose. But 
the move was a little late. Laddie Boy Ring 
rocketed by all the others except The Boxer, 
who had set the pace most of the way around. 

Observers agreed he had raced like a sea- 
soned campaigner and that he would have 


snatched the lead from the winner in a few 


more strides. 

Laddie Boy Ring was examined by track 
chemists, who reported he had been given a 
chemical bath and change of color. 

Napier said E. E. Fischer, of Wilmington, 
Del., had engaged him to ride the horse and 
investigators learned Fischer had been in touch 
daily with John Sperry, Chester Bild and Lou 
Thompson. : 


HFY were told the horse had been purchased 

by Dr. Reith, who said he had given a blank 
check to a man named Smithy, otherwise un- 
identified, to buy horses for him. 

The Illinois Racing Commission later re- 
ported that the horse entered as Laddie Boy 
Ring was actually another four-year-old gelding 
named Smoke Signal. This horse had been 
claimed by Frank Hastings, who sold him to 
Thomas Malone. Hastings said Malone told him 
he was acting for a Los Angeles man, who 
planned to race the horse at Hollywood Park. 

Instead, said the commission, Smoke Signal 
ran as Laddie Boy Ring at Chicago and as 
George C. at Detroit, where the ringers profited 
handsomely on him. 

On Sept. 1, 1938, the Illinois commission 
barred nine men from the race tracks for life. 
These included Dr. Reith, Malone and Sperry 
—also Bild, Thompson and Fischer. 

This closed the matter until the 1941 repeat 
performance — with the same old principals and

The doc- 
tors, knowing that neither streptomycin nor 
penicillin nor sulfa drugs are effective against 
virus infections, treated her experimentally with 
a new remedy, Aureomycin§ (o-rio-my-sin). 
Within three days the girl had recovered re- 
markably. On the fifth day after admission to 
the hospital she was sent back home, fully well. 
A couple of weeks later she married. 

The name ‘virus X"’ disease was not given 
to the illness by any scientist or physician; 1ts 
a popular label for symptoms from “unknown 
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On the evening before her wedding day ge ee 


infectious agent’’—virus or group of viruses. It 
became current during an epidemic which spread 
almost overnight in Los Angeles and other sec- 
tions of California in December, 1947. 

People developed symptoms of flu, respira- 
tory troubles, also severe intestinal and stomach 
upsets. In addition to nose, throat and some- 
times lung inflammatory reactions, they had ab- 
dominal cramps, nausea, diarrhea, fever. Some 
of the sufferers had ‘arthritic’? and “neuritic” 
pains. They were at first diagnosed as having 
acute arthritis or neuritis, but really had at- 
tacks of the spreading disease. 

All sort of speculations were rife, as the 
doctors were baffled by the outbreak. Popularly, 
then, the sickness got written and talked about 
as “virus X’’—the “unknown” virus illness. For 
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convenience even doctors falked of “virus X.”’ 

It was Capt. Henry Kempe, U. S. Army 
medical scientist, who demonstrated that in Los 
Angeles the respiratory symptoms were caused 
by a new strain of influenza A type virus. 

But the digestive and other symptoms, in- 
cluding pain in muscles, joints and nerves, could 
well be produced by some other virus——again 
the mysterious X. 

A special investigation of a baffling epidemic 
in which intestinal disturbances were typical 
symptoms was conducted by Drs. Hollis S. In- 
gram,. Irving Gordon and Robert F. Korns at 
the New York State Health Department Labora- 
tories in Albany, N. Y., about two years ago. 
Hundreds of persons, especially in institutions, 

suffered from a sickness which these doctors 

called “epidemic gastroenteritis,” meaning a 
spreading stomach and intestinal inflamma- 
tory disease. 

The doctors obtained infected material 

from two patients, a 35-year-old woman and 

a 46-year-old man. This was given by mouth 

to 34 volunteers, persons of 16 to 25 years 
old. It made them sick. Again from them 
other persons were made ill. When some 

of the infectious stuff was inhaled no ill- 

ness developed. 

However, in Philadelphia, Drs. H. A. Rei- 
mann, A. H. Price and J. H. Hodges had used 
human volunteers with a different result. They 
had the volunteers breathe in infected material. 
The volunteers became sick. Whether the 
‘“‘virus’’ was the same as that studied in Albany 
or there was some other difference in patients 
or in method remains unknown. What matters 
is that some :-unknown viruses have been and 
still are causing sickness which spreads from 
person to person. 

Dr. J. E. Smadel, U. S. Army medical Sci- 
entist, points out that scientifically speaking 
it is useless to talk of a specific remedy for 
virus X, until the identity of such a virus is 
clearly established. Practical physicians, how- 
ever, are trying out new antibiotics like Aureo- 

mycin in the treatment of epidemics caused by 
unknown virus or viruses. 
What is called virus (atypical or un- 
known —xX virus) pneumonia is a depress- 
ing spreading disease, against which neither 
penicillin, streptomycin nor any sulfa 
drug is effective. 

But two Johns Hopkins physicians, 
Drs. Emanuel B. Schoenbach and Mor- 
ton S. Bryer, have cleared up more than 
a dozen cases of this disedse™with dra- 
matic thoroughness. They fed the pa- 
tients capsules filled with Aureomy- 
cin. The new drug arrests the 

growth of the unknown virus, 
the popularly labeled X virus 

of respiratory infection. 
It was Dr. Benjamin M. 

Duggar, Lederle Labora- 
tories botanist, who dis- 
covered the soil organ- 
ism that produces Au- 

reomycin; he looked 
for this minute mold 
in hundreds of soil 

samples of the Mid- 

dle West and other 

areas. The drug kills 
more kinds of disease- 
causing organisms than 
does penicillin or strepto- 
mycin. 
It arrests the growth of 
most of the bacteria controlled by 
penicillin or streptomycin and, in ad- 
dition, varieties that neither of these famed 
drugs can check or kill. 

But most striking is the fact that Aureo- 
mycin destroys a number of viruses—particu- 
larly those causing typhus, virus pneumonia, 
parrot fever, Q fever and scrub typhus. 

Against tuberculosis Aureomycin is far in- 
ferior to streptomycin. Neomycin, discovered 
by Dr. Selman A. Waksman, of Rutgers Uni- 
versity, seems more effective than streptomycin, 
without its drawbacks, in fighting tuberculosis. 

Aureomycin and another new antibiotic, Chlo- 
romycetin, are alike in being effective against 
certain viruses. Both are expensive. For 16 
capsules, each containing the adult dose of 250 
milligrams of Aureomycin, the jobber now pays 
$16.67. All antibiotics when introduced are ex- 
pensive because their production depends on the 
growth of the specific molds which produce them. 

None of these drugs are to be taken except 
on a physician’s prescription. 

Now, for the first time, an antibiotic, Chloro- 
mycetin, has been produced artificially by 
methods that promise large scale production. A 
28-year-old woman, Dr. Mildred Rebstock, was 
the first to synthesize the drug at the Parke 
Davis Laboratories, with the collaboration of 
Dr. John Controulis, Harry M. Crooks, Jr.; 
Loren M. Young and others. The hope of fight- 
ing mysterious virus and other epidemics is 
brighter than ever before.

HIS is the “incredible” story of several dis- 
appearances and one—one known—murder. 
The word incredible is quoted because 

that is the adjective normally used to describe 
Hollywood’s most famous—but unfilmed—crimi- 
nological production, the glamorous, spectacular, 
star-studded William Desmond Taylor mystery. 


Some writers have remarked that if the plot 
of this case were offered to a movie company it 
would be rejected as “an affront to the intelli- 
gence.’”’” However, it can be taken for granted 
that no scenarist would dare to confine himself 
simply to the known facts; he would have to 
provide or suggest a solution. His solution might 
well be a logical one, fitting neatly within the 
framework of the facts, but it could never be 
anything but a fiction. 


Apart from that, Hollywood would never care 
to film this story. It would bring back too many 
excruciating memories. 


The central character was a person who, in 
his early years, answered to the name of Wil- 
liam Cunningham Deane-Tanner. He was born 
in County Cork, Ireland, in 1877, and later lived 
in Dublin, where he received an excellent educa- 
tion.. He had two older sisters, Nellie and Grace, 
and a brother, Dennis. 


His father, a British army officer, wished the 
lad to follow in his military footsteps. But poor 
eyesight ruled that ‘out, and, at 18, Wé#lliam 
became secretary to the Charles Hawtry the- 
atrical company. 

Not approving a stage career, his father 
bought him an American ranch, in Harper, Kan.., 
and shipped him there. . 

Two years of ranching proved enough for the 
youth; he still craved to be an actor. But he 
found fame and fortune elusive, and by 1901 he 
had.curbed his theatrical ambition enough to 
open a Fifth Ave. antique shop which dealt in 
British-made objets d’art. 

On Dec. 7, 1901, he married a broker’s daugh- 
ter, Ethel Harrison, and in 1903 they had a

daughter whom they named Ethel Daisy. 

Now -for our first “incredible’”’ episode. 

At about noon on Oct. 23, 1908, Deane-Tan- 
ner, who by this time was a respected and popu- 
lar resident of suburban Larchmont, near New 
York City, left his shop at his usual luncheon 
time, and did not come back. He did not come 
back to his shop, and he did not show up that 
evening at his home, but in the morning he 
phoned his office from a hotel and asked his 
cashier to send him $600 by messenger. 

This was done—and that was the last ever 
heard of anyone bearing the name of William 
Cunningham Deane-Tanner. 

(William’s younger brother, Dennis, married 
an American girl, who bore him two children, 
worked in a shop on lower Fifth Ave., disap- 
peared in 1912 without a word to his family and 
was not heard of again.) 

In 1912, William’s deserted wife obtained a 
divorce on testimony given by an upstate hotel 
clerk, and two years later married a well-to-do 
New York executive. 

Several years after her re-marriage she was 


viewing a motion picture with her daughter 
when she saw a tall, distinguished looking actor 


appear on the screen. 
She uttered an astonished gasp which caused 
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Ethel, Jr., to ask what was the matter. 

“That man,” the mother whispered, “is your 
father!” m 

The scene now shifts to Hollywood, where 
William Cunningham Deane-Tanner had become 
William Desmond Taylor, film actor and later 
a phenomenally successful director. As in New 
York and Larchmont,.he was respected and 
popular, with a wide circle of friends, including 
some young women whose film careers he did 
much to advance. 

(Incidentally, he eventually met his daughter, 
afters a correspondence, and told her that he 
intended making her his heir. Also, when Dennis’ 
wife heard of Bill’s good fortune in pictures, she 
moved to California and thereafter received from 
him an allowance of $50 a month.) 

Taylor became the leading director of the 
Famous Players-Lasky company, then one of

the biggest producers in the industry. He be- 
Came, at the peak of his success, president of the 
Motion Picture Directors Association. 

Meanwhile his interest in certain talented 
young actresses—not all of them unmarried— 
was supplemented by another interest. For all 
his other activities, he still had time to wage 
a relentless campaign against the narcotics rack- 
eteers who were then doing a flourishing busi- 
ness in the movie capital. 


FE made no secret of the fact that he was 
their enemy, and that he would never rest in 
his efforts to destroy this evil which was threat- 
ening to wreck the lives of many film players, 
some of them his very good friends. 
Although his health was not robust—he suf- 
fered from a stomach ailment—he enlisted in the 
Canadian army on July 3, 1918, attained the rank 
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of captain, and was discharged in the late sum- 
mer of 1919. He did not see any battle action. 

At this point the story comes into somewhat 
closer focus. 

At the time of the culminating events, Taylor 
occupied one of a group of small two-story 
white stucco cottages which were arranged in 
the form of a U, three on each side and two 
at the rear, the open end of the U fronting on 
South Alvarado St., overlooking Westlake Park, 
Los Angeles. 

One of his immediate neighbors was Edna 
Purviance, leading lady in many of the Charles 
Chaplin pictures; and directly across the flow- 
ered courtyard lived Douglas MacLean, another 
film luminary, and Mrs. MacLean. 


ap Taylor there resided in 1921 a man 
named Edward F. Sands, about whose back- 
ground little ever became known except: that 
he’d used other names, and had also been a sol- 
dier in the war. 

Presumably this man functioned as Taylor’s 
chauffeur and valet. Actually his position 
evolved into something additional. It came to 
be believed, later, that he exercised some sort 
of hold on Taylor. This belief was based on the 
assumption that Sands might have come into 
possession of certain secrets—secrets which Tay- 
lor, and perhaps other Hollywood persons—pre- 
ferred not to let the public know about. 

: In 1921, Taylor went abroad, leaving Sands 
* in charge of his household. 

i. Upon his return, he reported that Sands had 
* forged his name to checks, pawned his valuables, 
= purloined some of his clothing, wrecked two of 
= his cars—and then vanished from sight.

Informed by the maid, Mamie Owens, that 
Miss Normand had not yet returned from a 
shopping tour, he left the message that he had 
received two books which Miss Normand could 
pick up at his place, or which he would deliver. 


NOT many minutes later, Miss Normand called 

her home to say that she would dine down- 
town, then see Harold*Lloyd’s latest production. 
To this the maid replied that she’d better not see 
a picture that evening because her studio had 
called to say that they wanted her on location 
in costume and make-up early the next morn- 
ing. She also relayed Taylor’s message. 

“All right,’ said Mabel. “I'll drop by his 
place, then come on home.” : 

When she reached Taylor’s front door—which 
he never closed during the day and seldom at 
night—she heard him talking at the telephone, 
so she strolled around for a few minutes, then 
rang the bell. 

Taylor came himself, greeting her with his 
customary cordiality, spoke about the books, 
and invited her to stay and have some dinner. 
He, himself, had just eaten, he said, but Henry 
Peavey, his recently hired houseman, would fix 
her something. 

She explained, however, that Mamie would 
> have food ready for her, and that she had to 
» get to bed early. 

While Peavey prepared cocktails, Taylor took 
> her over to his desk, the top of which was 
strewn with canceled checks.

Peavey came with the cocktails, did a few 
more chores, and left for the day, as usual, at 
about 7:20. 

A little later, as his petite, dark-eyed guest 
prepared to leave, Taylor offered to call his 
chauffeur and have him drive her home, but 
she explained that her car and chauffeur were 
waiting at the curb. 

She was seen walking to her car with Taylor, 
and he was seen returning alone to his cottage. 

A few minutes later, or a little before 8, the 
sound of a pistol shot was heard. 

Mrs. MacLean and her maid heard it, and 
Mrs. MacLean stepped out onto her -small up- 
stairs veranda. 

She was to testify that she saw a man come 
out of the Taylor house. He was short and 
stocky, and was wearing a heavy coat of the 
mackinaw type, a muffler around his neck, and 
a cap pulled down to his eyes. He closed the door, 
glanced about for a moment, walked down the 
a turned to the left, and sauntered out of 
sight. 3 

Presumably he left the scene via an alley 
beside the adjacent Taylor garage at the rear 
of the U. 


MAC LEAN also heard the report, but did not 

look outside—at least, not in time to see the 
muffled stranger.

Some stayed, milling around 
me while I sat crying, and continued to ask me 
questions. 

“Finally it dawned on me, hours after they 
had raided my apartment, that it might be in 
the minds of some of them’ that I had murdered 
my friend! That ghastly possibility made me 
frantic, and I can well imagine now that the 
more I talked the less sense I made out of what 
was, and what was soon proved to be, a per- 
fectly innocent coincidence—that I happened to 
have been the last person, except for his mur- 
derer, to see Bill Taylor alive.”

and immediately his startled cries were heard 
throughout the courtyard. : 

He had found his master dead. Taylor lay 
on the floor of the living. room: near an over- 
turned chair by his desk. He had been shot 
once with a .38 revolver between the small 
of the back and his left shoulder blade, but until 
an ambulance arrived he was belieyed to have 
dropped dead of heart disease. 

His posture was one of complete composure 
—coat buttoned, lapels unruffled, arms extended 
straight down, feet close together. It appeared, 
indeed, as if he had been placed in that position. 

The desk was still littered with the canceled 
checks, and it was believed that he must have 
been seated there when the bullet hit him. The 
two cocktail glasses were still where Taylor and 
Miss Normand had left them. 


«Nothing in the house—at least so far as the 


public ever learned—had been disturbed. 


AMONG those roused by the servant’s cries 
was Edna Purviance, and her immediate 
reaction was to rush to her telephone. 

First. she called Miss Normand, who had 
donned a Spanish costume she was wearing in 
her current film assignment, and was putting 
the finishing touches to her make-up. As she 
said later, she was “incredulous, then stunned.” 

Next, Miss Purviance called Mary Miles 
Minter, the tiny, blond-curled beauty who was 
at that time at the crest of her success as the 
sweet and innocent type of screen heroine. 

Ignoring the protests of her mother, Miss 
Minter dashed to the scene in a state of what 
appeared to be extreme hysterical grief, and 
found the courtyard teeming with police officers, 
reporters, and numerous others. 

She tried frantically to get into the living 
room. She screamed, tore her famous curls, beat 
her fists against the unyielding chests of the 
detectives. 

It was later announced that the police had 
found on the premises two pink silk nightgowns 
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ever held in Los Angeles County. 

The casket, wrapped in a Union Jack and 
heaped with flowers, was at each corner 
by a uniformed representative of His Majesty’s 
forces—a Tommy, a Canadian, an Anzac, and a 
kilted Scot. 

Everyone of any importance attended the 
services. | 

At the inquest, Miss Normand told her story, 
Peavey told his, and Mrs. MacLean told of see- 
ing a man leaving the Taylor cottage within a 
few moments of the shot. 

She was sure this man could not have been 
Edward Sands. 

In response to a question, she said that 


. the stranger could have been a woman dressed 


in male attire. 

And that was as far as the authorities ever 
got toward a solution. 

The story filled the newspapers of the na- 
tion for weeks, but actually no clue of any con- 
sequence ever developed. 


[7 SOON became apparent that the involvement 
of. Mary. Miles Minter in the case had de- 

stroyed her career as effectively as if she, too, 

had been shot dead that February evening. 

Subsequently, her name appeared in the news 
‘in connection with her long quarrel with her 
mother over the disposition of the $1,000,000 or 
more she had earned as a screen star. 

She lived in seclusion as Juliet Reilly, never 
married, and eventually put on weight. 

“I don’t need to worry about my figure any 
more—-and nobody else does, either,” she ex- 
plained. “I never got enough to eat when I was 
a child in pictures. Now I do.” 

As for Mabel Normand, had she not dropped 
by to pick up those books, or if she just hadn’t 
bothered to make that phone call to her home, 
her life thereafter might have been something 
other than the nightmare of defeat which it 
became, For the case damaged her screen 
career, too, and probably broke her heart. 

She succumbed to tuberculosis at a sani- 
tarium in Monrovia, Calif., on Feb. 23, 1930. 

To sum up: 

The man who disappeared as William Cun- 
ningham Deane-Tanner reappeared and was slain 
as William Desmond Taylor. 

The man who disappeared as Dennis Deane- 
Tanner was not seen again. 

Edward Sands was not found. 

Nor was the muffled man—or woman—who 
played such an important role in Hollywood's 
costliest and most regrettable production.

For this was 
an outing of the Loani Club, an 
outfit dedicated to the proposition 
that crippling ailments and injuries 
do not spell defeat. 

Loani, the club’s name, is de- 
rived from the initials of its motto, 
“Look Out and Not In.” 

The spirit of that nrotto was 
deep in the mind of Ken Hudnall, 
a 28-year-old invalid, when he 
Started organizing the club in Sac- 
ramento more than a year ago.

He could well afford 
to. He and his partners, 
Bertram Green and Ken- 
neth Zimmerman, charged 
their clients up to $420 a 
week to rid them of the 
fear that their homes were 
inhabited by ghosts. 


They tapped walls for 


hidden chambers, pried up 


floor boards and took peri- 
odic temperature read- 
ings with a large ther- 
mometer to find cold 
spots which might de- 
note the presence of a 
ghost. At specified inter- 
vals$a secretary took down 
a dictated summary of the 
findings. 

Unbelievable as it may 
seem, Ghost Breakers, Inc., 
had more than a dozen 

clients within a ée§ few 

months after its found- 
ers conceived the idea of 
earning money by, cater- 
ing to the superstitions of 
their countrymen. At this 
writing, no ghosts had yet 
been found. 


SOMEWHAT more di- 

rect and uncomplicated 
approach to the ghost prob- 
lem was evolved by Ed- 
ward Saint, an American, 
more than 25 years ago. 
Saint, a former associate 
of the late Harry Houdini, 
made a specialty of de- 
bunking ghost rumors. 

In one instance, Saint 
was told that a ghost had 
been terrifying the resi- 
dents of a Tampa, Fila., 
home by brushing its fin- 
gers lightly across their 
faces while they lay in bed 
at night. An _ investiga- 
tion by Saint revealed that 
the ghostly fingers were 
in reality the feet of play- 
ful spiders. 

No less surprising was 
the true explanation be- 
hind a rumor which told 
of an unseen ghost that 
clumped down the stairs 
of an Alberta, Canada, 
house every night. Saint, 
after a little careful sleuth- 
ing, discovered that the 
wraith’s supposed footfalls 
were actually created by 
a number of large rats 
jumping slowly and cau-. 
tiously from one step to 
the next.

When 
Dottie started in, she was 
a good secretary.

waffle breakfast, serve 

three kinds of waffles in- 

stead of. just one.

, tsp. salt 

2 eggs 

11, cups milk 

Melt butter in a small 
Saucepan, and start the

ure the sifted flour, bak- 
ing powder and salt into 
flour sifter and place in 
large bowl. Sift ingredi- 
ents. 

Break the eggs into a 
smal! bowl and beat until 
light and foamy. Stir in 
melted butter and milk.

smooth. Place batter in 
a pitcher for easy pouring. 

When waffle iron is ready 
to use, lift up cover and 
pour batter into center of 
lower half until it spreads 
to about one inch from 
edge.

They see no rea- 
son for having drab hair 
any more than they want 
drab faces. 

If you’re thinking of 
changing the color of your 
hair, it is usually best to 
go to a beauty salon—at 
least for the initial tint. A 
beauty operator should 
give you a patch test for 
allergies, and she should 


help you choose a shade 
most becoming to you. 


If it is gray hair you 
want to cover, make sure 


to pick the right color. 
Many women think they 
should match their original 
hair color. That’s not al- 
ways wise. 

If you’re 10-20% gray 
you should choose a color 
three shades fighter than 
vour own hair. This will 
blend in the gray hair, but 
won't add too much color 
to your own hair shade. 
Adding more color to the 
part that isn’t gray would 
make your hair too dark. 

If your hair is 20-50% 
gray choose a color two 
shades lighter — because 
you have more gray hair to 
color—less that will turn 
darker. 

For hair over 50% gray 
—choose a color to match 
your own hair. Apply tint 
to grayest portion first. 

If you want to do your 
own touch-ups where your 
hair has grown out, note 
these points.
